presentations and guest speakers. 
' Because.laboratory sessions involve a 


relatively large amount of preparation 
'and tear-down time, the chemistry teach- 
, er may want two four-mod (80 minutes) 
lab sessions with -40 students in each. 
And for good discussion sessions,, be 
may ask for one or two two-mod (40 min- 
utes) meetings with 10 to 12 students in 
each.

The $1.9 million contract specifics a 


completion date after 170 working days, 
which would bring about the opening of 
the now road approximately July 1,1073. 


Beginning work will focus on Improve* 


menu to the culvert for the Salk Creek 
branch, which passes under Golf about a 
quarter-mile west of Meacham Road, ac- 
cording to the state Department of 
Transportation.

An Increased case load in suburban di- 


visions of the Cook County Court has led 
county officials to consider building new 
court complexes to the suburbs.'.'" 


The number of civil law suits,'criminal 


cases and traffic tickets handled in the 
five suburban court divisions • have in- 
creased by 41 per cent compared, to 1965; 
Circuit Court Clerk Matthew. Danaher 
said. 


For the'Northwest'suburban districts, 


the increase is as high as 50 per cent in 
the number of coses in 1971 as compared 
to the number In 1965, Danaher said. 


Donaher said he has been holding dis- 


cussions with the county's Public Build- 
ing Commission, Circuit' Court Chief 
Judge John S. Boyle and County Board 
Pres. George Dunne about constructing- 
new court complexes In the suburban dis- 
tricts. 


There have been no discussions as to 


the locations of the court complexes,-As- 
sociate Clerk Peter M. Dcuel said yester-

day. Deuel said that funding for the com- 
plexes is of the first priority rather than 
deciding upon locations,, 


He said the discussions have nothing to 


do with Roning Meadows Police Chief 
Lewis Case's request that a courtroom 
'be established in the Rolling Meadows 
City Hall. Nor does it have any con- 
nection to Boyle's announcement that a 
new courtroom for the second municipal 
district win open in the Hoffman Estates 
Municipal Building. 


DEUEL SAID the proposal'under con- 


sideration would be for separate build- 
ings in suburban areas to house court 
facilities.

One stumbling block for such a propos- 


al is Dunne's "minlxdvic centers" pro- 
posal to house a number of county level 
governments in a' single building, Deuel 
said. 


He said he anticipated some "tugging 


and hauling" between court officials who 
would prefer separate court buildings 


and Cook County officials who favor the' 
shared facility approach of the "mini- 
civic centers." T •'!,

, tricts". Danaher said he has asked his 
staff to "examine the possibility, of ob- 
taining funds through the Law Enforce- 
ment Assistance Administration," a fed- 
eral agency • which -distributes federal 
funds for criminal justice projects under 
the. Omnibus; Crime .Control and Safe 
Streets Act' •',

Danaher said the suburban court com- 


plexes might qualify for funding because 
"a major part of the facilities would be 
devoted to hearing criminal and juvenile 
cases."

Such federal funding for court facilities 


might be more difficult to obtain if court- 
rooms were included within a mini-civic 
center. Deuel said, however, that a re- 
cent Illinois Supreme Court decision 
would allow Cook County officials to is- 


sue bonds without a referendum to pay 
for the mini-civic centers. 


Danaher said Dunne's recent demand 


that county offices make a 16 per cent 
budget cut to hold the line on taxes will 
make it difficult to .expand suburban 
court services commensurate with the 
need. •

Suburban Courts Getting More Action 


More and more Northwest, suburban 


residents aro getting a firsthand look at 
local courtrooms, a study by the Circuit 
Court Clerk's office reveals. 


Criminal coses, traffic tickets and civil 


lawsuits all aro Increasing In suburban 
courts, Circuit Court Clerk Matthew J. 
Danaher said. ) 


There Is a 41 per cent increase hi aU 


suburban districts for coses filed In 1971 
as compared to the number of cases filed 
in 1965, Danaber's study revealed. 


A breakdown of the figures shows a 42 


per, cent Increase in criminal and traffic 
cases and a 27 per cent Increase In civil 
cases. 


In the 2nd Municipal District, which in- 


cludes Arlington Heights, Buffalo Grove, 
Palatine, Rolling Meadows and Wheeling 
as well as North Shore communities, the 
increase is even greater. 


Civil cases Increased from 7,871 In that 


district In 1966 to 15,465 in 1971 - a 50 


per cent increase for the six-year period. 


Criminal and traffic coses in the 2nd 


Municipal District climbed from 50,698 in 
1965 to 75,233 in 1971 — another 50 per 
cent hike. 


IN THE 3rd Municipal District, which 


includes Des Plalnes, Elk Grove Village, 
Hoffman Estates, Mount Prospect and 
Schaumburg among its communities, the 
number of civil cases has decreased 
while the criminal and traffic coses hove 
Increased.

While Donaher's office could offer no 


explanation for- the drop, Its study 
showed that there were 4,879 civil coses 
filed in 1965 In the third municipal dis- 
trict and only 4,653 civil cases filed in 
1971. 
, 


Criminal and traffic cases In the 3rd 


Municipal District followed the over-all 
pattern with a 40 per cent climb from 
55,219 cases in 1965 to 105,832 cases in 
1971. 


On an over-all basis, suburban commu- 


nities have experienced a 51 per cent in- 
crease In the revenue they receive from 
the court system. The revenue; which 
comes from court-imposed fines, "is es- 
pecially Important since it does not come 
from the real estate tax bills. Local com- 
munities have been able to use this mon- 
ey for vital local projects," Danaher 
said. 


The income in the 2nd and 3rd munici- 


pal districts has increased even more 
than the average. 


DANAHER'S study shows a 55 per cent 


increase In the 3rd Municipal District, 
where revenue rose from $447,852 in 1965 
to $793,080 In 1971. 


The income In the 2nd Municipal Dis- 


trict rose 64 per cent, from $378,075 to 
$585,406. To cope with pie greater case 
volume the clerk's office has increased 
its suburban staff by 23 per cent in the 
last four years, Danaher said. 


Set Briefing On Underflow 


Officials from 49 municipalities, in- 


cluding four Northwest suburbs, will be 
briefed on the proposed Chicago Under- 
flow Plan' Wednesday by Metropolitan 
Sanitary District officials. 


Dei Plalnes, Mount Prospect, Arling- 


ton Heights and Palatine are among the 
communities affected by the proposed 
plan of underground tunnels and storage 
reservoirs to prevent flooding and 
stream pollution in areas served by com- 
bined sanitary and storm sewers. 


The MSD board of trustees delayed for- 


mal approval for the plan at the last 
board meeting, in order to hold an ori- 
entation meeting on the program for offi- 
cials of affected municipalities before the 
plan became final. 


At the session Wednesday, officials and 


representatives of various public interest 
groups will have a chance to question 
MSD officials about the proposed plan 
and to make their feelings on the propos- 
al known to MSD. 


THE MSD BOARD is scheduled to take 


action on adopting the plan Thursday. 


Wednesday's meeting is designed to 


give officials and public groups a chance 
to Influence the MSD board's decision on 
whether to adopt the plan. 


The proposed plan was developed by 


MSD engineers; the state, Cook County 
and the City of Chicago, who formed a 
Metropolitan Flood Control Coordinating

The tunnels In the Northwest suburban 


area would drain into an 1800. acre-foot 
reservoir located near the O'Hare water 
reclamation plant site in'Des Plalnes. 


The Northwest Suburban tunnels would 


not bo as deep as the mob tunnels hi the 
system. They would run north from'the 
reservoir to Mount Prospect, then north- 
west through Arlington Heights to Pala- 
tine. 


The tunnels and reservoir would store 


the water for tip to SO days after a storm 
if necessary. Once the level of the Des 
Plalnes river has dropped, the combined 
sanitary and storm sewage overflows 
would be pumped from the reservoir and 
tunnels to the O'Hare Water Reclamation 
Plant for treatment and then would be 
released gradually so as not to cause any 
flooding. 


The proposed plan calls for the work 


on the tunnels in the Northwest suburban 
area to be a second phase of construction 
beginning In 1977 and being completed by 
1982. i 


Although the Northwest suburban tun- 


nels are included in the plan now, the 
coordinating committee report admits 
they might not be built as proposed. The 
report says the long lengths of tunnels to 
the Palatine area might be eliminated 
"if other suitable solutions of handling 
the combined sewer overflow problems 
for that area can be found."

Residents, Com Ed. To 
Discuss Power Line Issue 


Residents in the Highpolnt subdivision, 


Hoffman Estates, will meet at 8 p.m. 
Thursday with representatives of Com- 
monwealth Edison to discuss the con- 
struction of an above ground power lino 
along the Northwest Tollway. 


The meeting will bo held in the munici- 


pal building, 1200 N. Gannon Dr. Accord- 
ing to Mel Budlsh, a resident of High- 
point, petitions have been circulated in 
the subdivision opposing construction of 
the above ground lino. 


Commonwealth Edison plans to put in 


a secondary power lino from Elgin to Its 
substation in the cast portion of Hoffman 
Estates. The line would provide supple- 
mentary power to the area in case of a 
power shortage or black out. 


The proposed construction, along an 


easement just south of the Tollwny 
owned by the Northern Illinois CDS Co., 
would abut approximately 00 homos on 
R o s e d a I o, Parkview and Northview 
lanes. 


The residents do not object to the extra 


power lino, Budlsh said. But they arc op- 


posed to the use of unsightly high metal 
tripods and above ground wires, he said. 


PRESENTLY THE wiring for all utili' 


ties, Including telephone service, is un- 
derground in the subdivision, Budlsh 
said. 


Village Mgr. George Longmeycr has 


sent letters to the homeowners involved 
advising them of the meeting. Budlsh 
said Longmeycr told him Commonwealth 
Edison "wants to hoar the feelings of the 
people in the area. They might possibly 
be persuaded to take other avenues if 
dissension was strong enough." 
The petitions, which have been circu- 
lating among several hundred homes in 
the subdivision, will bo prcschted to the 
electric company. 


• "But we'd like as many residents as 
possible to come to the meeting," Budlsh 
said. 


The proposed line will affect not only 


the homeowners whose yards will abut 
the construction, but also those who will 
face the power line, he said. 


Fire Protection Services 


The Village of Hoffman Estates has re- 


ceived a formal proposal quoting a cost 
of $0,500 for a study of existing fire pro- 
tection sendees and future needs. 


The proposal was submitted by Albin 


J. Sclla, a manager with National Loss 
Control Service Corp., Long Grove, on 
request of village board members of a 
joint committee studying proposed vil- 
lage takeover of Hoffman Estates Fire 
Protection District. At a meeting early 
this month, Sclla agreed to quote a bid 
for the consultant work, predicting the 
cost would be "no more than $0,200." 


Village Trustee Dyrlo Rathman, chair- 


man of the village delegation to tho com- 
mittee, said ho would call a meeting of 
the village board representatives, possi- 
bly for Oct. 31 but almost certainly next 
week. 


Rathman then will seek a commitment 


from tho village board before presenting 
tho proposal to tho fire district. After 
tonight tho village board will not meet 
again until Nov. G. 


RATHMAN HAS Indicated in the past 


tho village hopes tho fire district will 
contribute some financing toward the 


consultant study. 


The proposal indicates four work 


phases, although completion of the last 
two Is dependent upon tho results of the 
, first parts. Phase I would evaluate exist- 


ing fire protection systems; existing and 
projected future land use; distribution of 
buildings, manpower and equipment; 
e m p l o y e training; purchasing and 
maintenance of equipment; commu- 
nication and dispatching procedures, and 
insurance rating classifications. 


Phase II would evaluate alternative 


systems, Including refinement of the 
existing one, a switch to a municipallly 
owned one or a combination of the two. 


r Phase III would bo a plan to establish a 
' system as recommended in Phase II. 
The fourth phase, which is not included 
in the cost estimated, would be coopera- 
tion with water system consultants con- 
cerning fire protection. 


Work would begin 30 days after ap- 


proval of the contract, with the first two 
phases duo for completion after another 
45 days. Phase III would begin within the 
next 30 days and bo completed within 45 
days.

AT THE TIME membership was 


dropped several board members said 
Dist. 54 wasn't getting enough out of the 
cooperative and- no response from it's 
governing board. They blamed a lack of 
communication between Dist. 54 and 
NEC governing board members and a 
loose structure of the NEC board as rea- 
sons for their withdrawals. 


Schlott said NEC has been restruc- 


tured, a business manager hired and is 
now a, compact unit in the process of 
writing up a consolidation document.

The Doctor Says, 
Lubrication May Help Persistent Nose Bleeds 


by LAWRENCE LAMB, M.D. 


Dear Dr. .Lamb — Your comments 


about nose bleeds remind me of a sim- 
ilar experience I had about a year ago. I 
had intermittent but' persistent nose 
bleeds for about a week. The difference 
was I am an adult. Two specialists han- 
dled, my case. They checked my blood 
pressure and suggested that the air in 
my homo was too warm and dry. They 
cauterized twice, but I still had nose 
bleeds. Finally the doctor gave me a pre- 
scription for medicine which he told me 
was for my blood, and also told me.to 
get a tube of surgical lubricant: I used 
the small finger to rub this Into each nos- 
tril at night before retiring. The doctor 
thought the medicine solved the problem. 
Packing also was always effective. 


Dear Reader — My faith la the funda- • 


mental goodness of people and their do- 
slro to help others Is always restored by 


the many letters I get from readers mak- 
ing helpful suggestions about other peo- 
ples' problems. I received a lot of sug- 
gestions about nose bleeds. 


It is true, particularly In older, people, 


that the lining of the'nose may dry out. 
The scaly scabs inside are Irritating and 
may bleed. They also stimulate people to 
pick their noses, causing bleeding. Any 
good lubricant in the Up of the nose win 
help solve the drying out problem. A pet- 
roleum base Jelly or Vaseline is useful or 
any of the surgical lubricants. The idea 
is to keep the lining oiled and retain the 
natural moisture in the cells below the 
surface of the lining. The lining of the 
nose is most apt to dry out during the 
winter months when the humidity is 
sharply decreased 
in many heated 


houses. The air tends to dry out the nasal 
passages.

Some of the other suggestions for nose 


bleeders from different readers'is the 
use of vitamin C that some claim has 
been very successful. Others have sug- 
gested stopping other vitamins, particu- 
larly cod liver oil and Vitamin A. Still 
other readers think they have gotten suc- 
cess by taking vitamin A. 


Other readers have asked about iron 


for nose bleeds. The purpose of taking 
iron is to replace .iron lost'from actual 
bleeding. Anyone who has persistent he- 
morrhage or loss of blood from any 
place, whether it be from an ulcer, nose

that a moratorium on flood-plain con- 
struction proposed by Sen. John A. Gra- 
ham, R-Barrington, who was the chief 
sponsor of the Flood Plains Act, was 
"going too far." 


He said the state rather should move 


rapidly to implement the terms of the 
act. 


THE FIRST STEP, he said, would be 


to "define flood plains, township by town- 
ship," as specified in the law. The gover- 
nor then could use the Influence of his 
office to obtain the cooperation of local 
governments in enforcing building re- 
strictions in flood plains. 


He pointed out that identifying flood 


plains would not require new surveys of 
the entire state, but could be done large- 
ly through compilation of existing top- 
ographical maps and studies. 


Walker also told reporters that be has 


received support from law enforcement 
officers for his proposal to institute a 
rule that all criminal defendants must be 
brought to trial within 60 days of their 
arrest. 


"My task force of law enforcement of- 


ficials has found there is great interest 
throughout the state in putting a limit on 
pre-trial delays. 


"Not only would the 60-day rule prevent 


criminals from committing crimes while 
awaiting trials, but it would end (hose 
long delays before trial for Innocent 
people who sometimes are put In jail for 
months before trial," Walker said. 


Present laws requires that defendants 


be brought to trial within 120 days, un- 
less the defendant waives that right To 
combat delays brought about by requests 
for continuances on the part of defend- 
ants, Walker said, he would seek crea- 
tion of a separate court to handle all 
such requests more stringently than is 
presently done in trial courts. "There is 
presently no way to police these continu- 
ances," he said.

mittee he has a liberal voting record. 
He has voted with liberal majorities 
on the key votes in all four of his 
committees. Rating his floor votes 
the Americans for Democratic Action 
gave him a 100 per cent rating. Yet 
he does not follow the accepted liber- 
al line on at least one key issue — 
the filibuster..." 
Among other Nader_staff observations: 


—Stevenson appears to be particu- 


larly concerned about three areas 
with special needs —Cairo (III.) East 
St. Louis and Woodlawn (Chicago). 


—Before and during the convention 


Stevenson made it as clear as pos- 
sible he did not want to run as the 
party's vice presidential candidate. 


• 
The thought of Stevenson running 
was perhaps more disturbing to Re- 
publican Sen. Charles Percy who 
saw the potential Stevenson candida- 
cy as sapping his own appeal in Illi- 
nois in 1976. 


—Stevenson's greatest interest In 


the Vietnam situation was in the 
area of trying to keep this country 
completely unlnvolvcd in the coun- 
try's elections. He proposed a sepa- 
rate commission of U.S. Congress- 
men be authorized to keep an eye on 
American officials there ui regard to 
their Involvement in the election pro- 
cess. 


—Foreign relations is Stevenson's 


main concern when speaking on the 
floor. In 1971 he addressed the war 16 
times and other foreign Issues 10 
times. 


—The niinois Senator led tho Sen- 


ate's thrust toward firm action in ap- 
proving or disapproving presidential 
nominees to the Supreme Court; he 
charged: "We have had the Image of 
a Justice Department functioning as 
the arm of a political presidency."

\ Once a thick wedge of a man who 
-•dressed with all the dash of a black 1955 
ijStudcbokcr, Richard B. Ogllvle now is a

^ and then was elected governor in 1968. 
•< He b thinner by maybe SO pounds. Ho

;j table and appears relaxed, a word rarely

!*tcrncd shirt and burgundy tie. Not even

<but forhim, for Richard Bucll Ogilvie,

^before. 
* A newer Ogilvie began to merge in the 
inonths before the Republican National 
.^Convention last summer. Ho appeared at 
gatherings decked out in what for him 
'/would once be considered outlandish cos- 
aumcs, including neck scarves and sport- 
yoats. 
\ THROUGH FORCE of will ho began to 
Shave pounds off his short frame. Ho is 
^iot as concerned as ho once was about 
•Jils souvenir from the war'— a facial 
^icor now barely discernible. 
•\ His humor has taken a slightly self- 
'deprecatory edge. Ho never will bo 
Jtnown as a wlsccrackcr or the life of the 
3>arty. but gone is the stony countenance 
fnd the even stare that would sink — not 
'launch — a thousand ships. 
> He still has the ah* of a successful cor- 
porate president about him — although 
.Jill his life has been the law — and ho 
;itill Is able to turn a water fountain into 
;» block of Ice with his eyes. But the 
foholo effect is softer, more comfortable 
>nd less Imposing than before. 


<" Genesis for this transformation is said 
fto have started with his own entrance 
;into higher levels of government — the 
;Nlxon campaign needs nun, ho is the 
'major official testifying on behalf of rev- 
Jenuo sharing — and his own substantial 
jrole in the Republican National Con- 
tention. 
J Ogllvle also was said to have been sha- 
ken by early polls in the gubernatorial 
•rnco that showed him clearly behind 
^challenger Dan Walker. 
* SO THE transformation took place — 
(and by all accounts it has been • sue- 
fccssful one. 
i Now he is in this campaign with what 
^hc terms "confidence and a strosg 
/record." Ho admits ho suffered the abuse 
'jol the electorate when he brought a state 
<incomo tax to Illinois, but ho says ho 
.thinks the financial posture of the state 
; would bo chaotic without It. 
* He also points out that the opponents of 


"this necessary tax" now realize the 
benefits given to municipalities are 
enormous and without the income tax re- 
bate going back in part to local govern- 
ments they too would face a dearth of 
funds. 


"The income tax is generating about $1 


billion a year for both corporate and in- 
dividual filings," Ogllvle said. "As a re- 
sult we've gone more than 100 per cent 
from 1500 million to )1 billion in what has 
been put into public elementary and sec- 
ondary schools, and a 65 per cent in- 
crease In what is going to higher educa- 
tion. 


"We went from 29,000 scholarships to 


70,000 scholarships in this state and we 
increased public aid from a half-billion 


mental health community, their attitude 
is that we're doing a splendid job. We 
are working to bring down the population 
of the centers to more manageable num- 
bers. We are building new facilities — a 
.new one in Park Forest is the first of a 
half-dozen new facilities planned. 


Ogllvle gets testy when confronted by 


the fusillade of Walker charges. "Let's 
look at the'record," he says. "This state 
is far better off than it was. 


"But Walker is comparing it to per- 


fection. That isn't life." 


THIS IS THE same day that Gov. 


Ogilvie announced he would call the 
State Legislature together In special ses- 
sion and seek from It a freeze on real 
estate taxes. His thoughts are full of this

dollars four years ago to $1% billion now 
(although part of that sum came from 
the federal government). 


"We are using the Income tax for any 


number of services directly beneficial to 
the residents of the state, but you've got 
to understand that the cost of things Is 
soaring. Medlcaid, for example, Is out of 
control. It is by far the fastest-growing 
part of the budget and a Mcdicaid card 
is literally a blank chock that is lending 
to some abuses." 


OGILWE ANSWERS criticisms of his 


administration with the weary voice of a 
man betrayed by fate. He has spent 
much of this campaign answering 
charges from Dan Walker, the rebellious 
and insurgent Democratic candidate. Al- 
though Ogilvie begins by pointing to his 
own programs, the debate inevitably 
ends with Ogilvie defending his adminis- 
tration. ' 


Walker, for example, has accused the 


governor of paying scant attention to 
mental health facilities in the state: 


OGILVIE, "If . you look anywhere, 


you're going to find some problems, but 
the mental health department in this 
state is run by professionals. I have 
made no changes other than the director- 
ship, and if you talk to people in the 


latest proposal to curtail the tax burden. 
As the Illinois governor who will forever 
be remembered as the man who brought 
an income tax to the state, he wants to 
emphasize his opposition to further tax- 
ation. He called the Legislature into spe- 
cial session and hopes to get a tax 
freeze. The freeze would be of indefinite 
duration and would not lower taxes, but 
hopefully would put a brake on them. 


"I hope there will be a cut of 10 per 


cent on real estate taxes as a result," 
he said. "To take the pressure off local 
'governments for money, we hope'to take 
the major share of federal revenue shar- 
ing for the state and allocate $100 million 
for education. 


"The second thing, which will have an 


enormous impact, will be for the state to 
pick up a substantial portion of school 
construction costs — for poor districts as 
much os.60 per cent,' for wealthier ones, 
less.", 


On other issues: 
FLOODING: "We have been trying in 


cooperation' with several levels of gov- 
ernment to get the project moving. We 
will go ahead on the Salt Creek Improve- 
ments with or without federal .funds. 
There were abuses that caused flooding 
to build up over 30 or 40 years, and In 


areas where the state has no control. 


"And incidentally, we got really no 


help from the press on this. Every tune a 
representative or senator attempted to 
get a bill on creeks through the General, 
Assembly, the charge of porkbarreling 
came up. It's not porkbarreling if the 
people benefit from that kind of special 
legislation. 


"Some people now are talking about a 


ban on 'Construction. The state can't do 
that, except on'our control on sewer con- 
nections • and environmental standards. 
But there are even more initiatives local 
governments must take." 


TOLLWAYS: "The East-West exten- 


sion'of the tollway was in the original 
1968 program. In 1968 I said if it was 
economically feasible, we would built it 
I take a lot of criticism on the matter of 
road building .and highways but you 
should remember what a great asset the 
road network is to the state. It appears 
there will be substantial industrial and 
commercial investment in the state be- 
cause of'this road (The East-West Toll- 
way). . 


"The only way we can do it is to build 


it as a tollway. The people of Rock Falls 
and other towns in that part of the state 
will benefit enormously." 


CHICAGO'S THIRD AIRPORT: 
"I'm 


opposed to an airport in the lake. The 
expense would be enormous, the safety 
problems substantial. 


"If we demonstrate a need for an addi- 


tional airport it probably ought to go, 
south (of Chicago). Under no circum- 
stances would I be a party to it going to 
Indiana. It's too valuable a resource." 


CAMPAIGN ISSUES: "The main issue 


ought to be who is better prepared on the 
basis of record and programs to have the 
responsibility of governing the state for 
the next four years. 


"The unpopularity I experienced a 


year ago was a direct result of our will- 
ingness to make politically difficult deci- 
sions. What I have detected as the major 
issue is the credibility of my opponent. 
He got away with it in the primary and 
has attempted to carry it into the gener- 
al election. 


"I'm not going to let Walker do it. If 


he's a liar I'll call him a liar. When he 
misrepresents something, I'll set the 
record straight. I get the distinct im- 
pression that a — he's shallow, and b — 
he's speaking with forked tongue." 


Ogilvie says he thought the state could 


have had a more "intellectual" guberna- 
torial campaign had Paul Simon been 
the Democratic nominee. 


"At least Paul understands state gov- 


ernment," Ogilvie said. "Walker doesn't 
know diddly about it." 


The 'race began in a way when Dan Walker, former Mont- 


gomery Ward and Co. lawyer and author of the Walker Report 
on violence at the 1968 Democratic National Convention, began 
walking from one end of the tall state to another. 


He was an oddity then, but he is now his party's nominee 


for the highest office in the state.

Opposing him and fighting to retain present office in the 


governor's mansion is Richard B. Ogilvie, former Cook County 
sheriff and county board president.

"THERE ISN'T a single position or a 


slnglo program I've announced in the 
last weeks that I haven't talked about for 
a year or more," ho counters. "Seven 
position papers have been issued from 
before the primary to the present time, 
dealing with ethics, law enforcement, 
mental health, consumer protection, pol- 
lution control and others. 


"The problem is a failure to get 


through to the public what we have been 
talking about for a year," Walker says. 


But what about the charge that "bos- 


slsm" has ceased to be an issue since the 
primary? . 


"I said then that I would take com- 


mand in this order: The Democratic ma- 
chine and the Republican machine," said 
Walker. 


"How many .times do I have to prove 


myself in this area? I said at the |100- 
a-plate meeting of the Cook County Cen- 
. tral Committee with Daley sitting right 
next to me, "There aro differences be- 
tween us with respect to politics and 
those differences will continue.'" 


Walker, who looks haggard after al- 


most a year of campaigning, said he was 
"walking a very narrow path" between 
unifying the Democratic Party and re- 
maining critical of machine politics. 


IF WALKER should defeat Ogilvie, 


how will a Walker governorship differ

from Ogilvie's tenure in office? 


"Total removal of politics from key 


areas of government" is one priority. Be- 
gin by ending the "prostitution of the 
Civil Service system," says Walker. 
Ogilvie "claims to have eliminated pa- 
tronage," but such offices as the Depart- 
ment of Conservation are still "patron- 
age havens," says the Democrat 


Walker says Ogilvie's governmental, 


philosophy is to allow staff people to 
serve as intermediaries between the gov- 
ernor and code departments. Walker be- 
lieves staff should advise nun, but there 
will be no staff men between him and the 
department heads if Walker has his way. 


Patronage will be ended through "an 


emancipation proclamation" from the 
governor's office, and it will tell "chap- 
ter and verse of what can and cannot be 
>done" about patronage. But Walker 
didn't go into specifics about how that 
order would work. 


LEGISLATIVE priorities? One is addi- 


tional state aid to education, says Walk- 
er. He asks, which is the "real'Ogilvie?" 
Does the governor support or oppose 
state aid, Walker asks? Walker says he'll 
wage a fight to change the state aid for- 
mula from a basis of attendance to en- 
rollment, will refund the teachers' pen- 
sion fund and will eliminate waste in ur- 
ban school systems. 


Walker says the increasing militancy 


of teachers "is a healthy thing." The 
state needs to pass a law to establish 
collective bargaining procedures between 
teachers and school boards. 


But Walker wouldn't ban' strikes by 


teachers, because "there's no way you 
can." A strike can be stopped before'it 
gets to the walkout stage, through cool- 
Ing-off periods, arbitration and other 
methods. 


On school busing, Walker favors busing 


programs where they have been accept- 
ed, as in.Evanston or Carbondale. "But 
to talk about forced busing is to fight a 
battle for integrated education on the 
enemy's battleground; it will be a set- 
back if we keep talking about forced bus- 
ing," the candidate says. . 


There are other ways to'lntegrate, says 


Walker: Magnet schools (attracting stu- 
dents to certain schools) and open bound- 


ary transfers (encouraging free choice) 
could help. 


"MENTAL HEALTH is a top priority," 


says Walker. Money is an "obvious 
fault" and state institutions suffer from 
not enough "details," such as toilet pa- 
per or facial tissues. "There is no excuse 
for this," he says. ' 


Hire ward attendants, not adminis- 


trators, says Walker — and have a "con- 
tinuing watchdog" in every institution to 
say when "something is wrong or needs 
being done." 


When you talk about support for a • 


.TOLLWAYS: "I'm opposed to toll, 
roads," says Walker, and he declares 
that Illinois residents were "double- 
crossed" when the East-West Tollway 
was started and residents were forced to 
spend another 40 years paying off the 
new road through existing tolls. 


MASS TRANSPORTATION: Motor fuel 


tax funds, long a source of money for 
road construction, should be opened up to 
help support mass transit systems. It's 
partly a state responsibility, says Walk- 
er.

H O L L Y W O O D (DPI) - Carroll 


O'Connor, star of CBS-TV's "All In the 
Family," has become almost a national 
Institution In his weekly series. "Of Thee 
I Sing," a Pulitzer prize musical lamp- 
oon about a small town politician who 
runs for president on a campaign of love, 
has been a show business favorite since 
Its 1931 Boradway debut. 


Put the two together on television — 


with O'Connor starring as the candidate 
— Just 14 days before the nation's real 
presidential election, and it turns out in 
the case to be sharp exploitation as well 
as reasonably entertaining fare. 


CBS-TV's "Of Thee I Sing" adaptation 


(90 minutes, less commercials) will be 
broadcast tonight. And with O'Connor's 
"All in the Family" success as Archie 
Bunker, it's Inevitable that the video au- 
dience will focus at least as much atten- 
tion on his performance as the overall 
show. 


Ho docs all right, too, singing and ro- 


mancing his secretory and bluffing vot- 
ers amiably In a role quite different from 
Bunker the Bigot. 


Among the songs he sings with bis sec- 


retary Gloria Lcachman, whom he mar- 
ries, arc such George and Ira Gershwin 
numbers as "Who Cares?," "Mine" and 
"Of Thee I Sing." Actually, "Mine" 
comes from another show but was In- 
serted in a 1952 New York, production re- 
viving "Of Thee I Sing." 


THIS REVIEWER has never seen a 


stage version of the satire adapted for 
tonight, but a prescreenlng of the CBS- 
TV show makes a few things clear: 


—While video's adaptation is enjoyable 


on its own terms, the stage.version — the 
first musical comedy ever to win a Pulit- 
zer — surely must have been funnier and 
somehow more telling in its wit. 


It id, after all, make history (the CBS- 


TV adaptation wouldn't). Critic Brooks 


Atkinson wrote of the theater version: it 
was "funnier than the government, and 
not nearly so dangerous." And his and 
other notable critical views of the post 
have enough force to be convincing. 


—The television special, in addition to 


Its use of O'Connor and its politics! time- 
liness, also cleverly exploits the current 
nostalgia boom. 


Also for posterity, it should be'noted 


that the original script by George S. 
Kaufman and Morrie Ryskind was re- 
done by three gentlemen named Arnle 
Rosen, Don Hinkley and Woody King. 
How about that, posterity? 


Mr. Ryskind asked that his name be 


deleted from the video credits, but let us 
not forget bis association with the hon- 
ored original work. It did seem odd get- 
ting some CBS-TV press releases that 
didn't mention him. 


THE LAMPOONING of national poli- 


tics in "Of Thee I Sing" is built around 
charmingly zany plot specifics: 


A campaign figure for candidate John 


P. Wlntergreen O'Connor decides he 
needs to stump for "something the whole 
country is Interested in but doesn't give 
a damn about." Love is what the back 
room boys come up with. 


The gimmick is. to hold a beauty con- 


test, with bachelor Wintergreen to marry 
the winner. A southern senator (Jim 
Backus) and a vampish belle (Michele 
Lee) have the inside track for her to win. 


But Wlntergreen decides to marry his 


secretary, who has been with him since 
the first grand jury investigation. He 
gets elected and married, but Is almost 
Impeached when the vamp proclaims he 
jilted her. 


The day is saved when his wife an- 


nounces she's pregnant No one has 
ever impeached an expectant president.

If all members 
have something positive to think about, it 
helps battle their pain barrier. 


And a* coaches In this area have 


streued to me time and time again In 
my reporting on all of their meets, Wien- 
eke says that close grouping Is the key to 
team success. He feels that If a pack Is 
broken up prior to the middle third of a 
race. It never gets back together but 
keeps falling farther apart. This never 
falls. 


But if all boys keep running close to- 


gether, then each has that incentive that 
ho needs so much to keep up the pace. A 
boy will naturally try harder If he 
knows that six others are depending on 
him. Ho doesn't want to be the one to let 
the team down. 


So that is how the two parts of the 


philosophy tic in together. Team unity 
and positive attitude. As the old song 
"Love and Marriage" says, you can't 
have one without the other. 


And just like In any other sport, there 


is no room for excuses, however many a 
runner might have. If he is physically 
unable to help the team, ho should not 
compete In the first place. Only results 
count in the final score — not Ifs, could 
haves or should haves. 


Aside from the Intangibles, there Is the 


simple proven fact that mathematically, 
cloic grouping helps n score. This Is how 
you get most of your runners In the chute 
before the other team or teams do, and 
the bigger the meet, the more Important 
tills Is. 


So how do you promote these values, 


short of running behind your men and 
cracking them with a whip? 


"You just constantly preach it," says 


Wlcnckc. "Unity is never better than in- 
tcrnol leadership." 


Wicncke is building for the future at 


Illinois with a young, inexperienced team 
that just finished with a .500 record in 
dual meets. Better things almost certain- 
ly are ahead, since the mini harrier 
squad this year Includes two juniors, two 
sophomores and the rest freshmen. 


Several Herald area products are a big 


part of the building of the team, which 
Wlcneko says has "great morale." Pros- 
pect grad Bill Allen, one of the loaders, 
is a junior. As a soph last spring, he 
finished seventh in the Big Ten Steeple- 
chase and all but one of the six ahead of 
him have graduated.

Ted, Gale: A Very Special Kind

NEW YORK - (NEAJ - Within the 


space of. a couple weeks recently Ted 
Williams and Gale Sayers retired. Their 
departure created a hole in the sports 
world, a holo about the size of the Grand 
Canyon. 


Williams quit after four years of man- 


aging one of the foulest teams hi all of 
baseball history, the Texas Rangers. He 
said he was going'fishing. Time will tell. 
He was seen running like a lemming to 
the Atlantic Ocean. 
< ' 


Sayers' problem was a bit different. He 


could run no more. Once the most daz- 
zling, jaw-dropping of runners, he was 
hobbled by knee Injuries. In a preseason 
game, trying to come back on glmpy 
legs, he fumbled twice. On the first, the 
ball was immediately run back into his 
end zone for a touchdown. The other 
time, the fumble led to an opponent's 
score'. 


Chicago Bear coach Abe Glbron, who 


may be a tactician but not a very tactful 
one, said that be took Sayers oat of the 
game because he did not want the oppo- 
sition to score any more touchdowns. 


This quote buckled the knees of at least 
one newspaper reader. Sayers quit short- 
ly after, and will pursue1 off-season inter- 
ests In telecasting and hi stock broker- 
age. 


Williams and Sayers are two warm 


men, besides being two of America's 
most dynamic sports personalities. 


As a player, Williams would waggle his 


bat with fierce joy and then swat what in 
baseball parlance is called a frozen rope. 
As a manager, Williams had problems 
teaching the young men under him the 
tenuous delights and theorems of per- 
fection. Those good men Williams did de- 
velop, owner Bob Short seemed to trade 
or sell away. Finally Williams tossed up 
his arms,-saying that his players contin- 
ued to make high school mistakes. 


As a man Williams is a marvelous en- 


tity. He la quick-witted, expansive with 
anecdotes and, at age 54, is convincingly 
mellow, from his sometime sullen days as 
an athlete. 


Ha did something a couple years ago 


that will be forever etched in the mind of 
two reporters. 


In spring training, manager Williams 


and a young reporter were sitting alone 
in the dugout in Pompano Beach. Out of 
the corner of his eye, Williams saw an 
old retired newspaperman slowly come 
down the stairs. "I know him. Damn. 
What's his name?" Williams said softly, 
quickly. The young reporter happened to 
know and whispered it. Williams jumped 
up, walked over and shook the old guy's 
hand, calling him by name, asking how 
he was. The fellow, became puffy enough 
to float into the sky. 


All the crowd and Sayers would watch 


a klckoff and wait with high expectations 
as the ball dramatically dropped from 
the clouds. Then Sayers would take off 
while the roaring customers and dis- 
believing would-be tacklers saw him split 
like a parameclum, in Bill Cosby's 
words. 


"He would throw the right side of bis 


' body on one side of the field and the left 
side of his body kept going down the left 
side," Cosby once wrote. "And the defen- 
sive men didn't know who to catch. They 
just stood there; Then they looked to the 
referee for help, because there's got to 


be a penalty against splitting yourself. 
But there's not. I looked it up in the rule 
book and there's no rule against splitting 
yourself in half." 


Sayers, like Williams, is sensitive and 


discerning. His friendship with Brian 
Piccolo, which has been hoked up by a 
movie on the theme, showed this side of 
him. Piccolo was a white roommate and 
teammate. When Sayers was presented 
with the Most Courageous award at a 
sports writers dinner in New York in 
1970 for his. comeback after knee sur- 
gery, he said in a moving speech that he 
was' accepting for Brian Piccolo. Three 
' weeks later, Piccolo died of cancer. 


Recently, both Williams and Sayers 


had instructional books published on 
their respective art and science. But for 
all the charts and graphs and numbered 
points, the reader can never plumb their 
magic. - 


No matter. The unique and wondrous 


human mysteries of Williams and Sayers 
have added a good dash of joy to'our 
lives. That's all we need to know.-;

I While we deplore the jailing of 
• Newark (N.J.) newsman Peter 
; Bridge for refusing to reveal his 
(Confidential sources to a grand 
'jury, we sec the action not as a 
! problem in itself but as a symp- 
*tom of a greater issue. 
"' As a reporter for the now defunct 
I Newark Evening News, Bridge 
jwrotc last May of an attempt 
'someone made to bribe a member 
of the Newark Housing Authority. 
After subpoenaed by a grand jury 
to supply the name of the alleged 
•briber. Bridge refused, staling the 
>namc had been given to him in con- 
fidence. He relied on the New Jer- 
Iscy "newsman's privilege" law to 
tprotcct him. 
• As a result, he was sent to jail 
jfor an indeterminate sentence 
jwhich will extend until he answers 
{the questions or until the grand 
{jury term ends. 
] The case of Peter Bridge is not 
•an Isolated one. It is symptomatic 
•and indicative of the attacks on 
•freedom of the press which have 
[increased in both frequency and 
{strength in the past few years. 


• The most serious of those attacks 
j— and the one which led directly to 
jthc jailing of Bridge — came June 
29 when the U S. Supreme Court, 
Jn a 5 to 4 ruling, limited the pro- 
jection given to newsmen. 


*i The majority justices — In- 
cluding the four Nixon appointees 
\o the high court — said forcing a 
newsman to answer the questions 
pf a grand jury docs not infringe on 
the First Amendment since the 
grand juries themselves are suf- 
ficiently controlled to prevent 
w h o l e s a l e and indiscriminate 
abuse of a free press. 
! We were then, and remain today, 
disappointed with that decision and 
in total disagreement with it. 


• If a newspaper is to function 
correctly, if it is to serve the best 
interests of its readers, its report- 
ers inevitably must deal with infor- 
mation from reliable, yet con- 
fidential, sources 


The government, if it can force a 


newsman to testify before a grand 
jury, is announcing to all potential 
news sources that their identities 


can no longer remain secret, that 
they can no longer pass along in- 
formation of public importance 
and still protect their positions. 


This new threat to a free press 


was inaugurated with President 
Richard Nixon and was exagger- 
ated with the President's appoint- 
ment of Justices Powell, Reh- 
nqulst, Burger and Blackmun to 
the Supreme Court. 


Since then we have seen what we 


believe to be a carefully thought 
out, covert scheme by the Adminis- 
tration to undermine the intent of 
the First Amendment. 


This menace to an unhindered 


flow of information to the citizens 
of the country is strengthened, un- 
fortunately, by an apparent lack of 
concern on the part of those who 
should have the highest degree of 
interest — the citizens themselves. 


All too often, we feel, the con- 


troversy as viewed by the public is 
limited to a debate between the 
government and the press. 


Nothing could be further from 


the truth. 


The private citizen will be the 


loser if the government continues 
its efforts and eventually succeeds. 
Yet the private citizen seems con- 
tent to regard the issue indiffer- 
ently or, more curiously, actually 
supports the government in one of 
his most precious freedoms. 


Freedom of the press is of such 


consequence, it is included in the 
first article of the Bill of Rights. 


There is no reason existing to in- 


dicate what was primary to the 
freedom of a new nation when the 
Bill of Rights was written in 1789 
should be considered as secondary 
today. 


Newspapers and their reporters 


can be responsible only to their 
readers and should not be forced to 
work for the purposes of govern- 
ment. 


The Congress, which now has 


more than 20 bills before it con- 
cerned with protecting'the press, 
should act quickly and decisively 
to assure the citizenry that the gov- 
ernment will not be allowed to 
abuse its power and further its at- 
tempts to gag the press.

the ordinance is presently before the 
board it would require little if any addi- 
tional revenue from property taxes. 


4. Village Health Department Head R. 


Dawson has publicly stated that because 
of the different types of enforcement re- 
quired it would cost more to effectively 
enforce the ordinance without the cat 
control provision than it would with it. 


Also for the record, I own two dogs, a 


male, five years old and a female who is 
not yet four months old. My wife and I 
have never sold an animal, let alone sold 
one for profit as Mr. Ahern alleges. The 
statement my wife made to the board 
was that she felt persons who breed ani- 
mals for a profit would pass the higher 
licensing cost on the purchaser.

Financial Centers Mdre Interdependent; Says Bank 


The principal financial centers of the 


world are now interdependent to a de- 
gree unforeseen a generation ago, says 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago in 
its monthly review, "Business Condi- 
tions." International flows of both short 
and long-term capital nave been in-, 
creased by the proliferation of in-; 
vestments of multinational corporations, 
the establishment of foreign branches by 
large commercial banks, and the in* 
creasing knowledge and sophistication of 
private Investors. 


The increased Importance of flows of 


funds between .nations has played a large 
role hi the dramatic development! in in-, 
temational finance to recent years. Fi- 
nancial crises and emergency regu- 
lations in major nations have been asso- 
ciated with large-scale capital move- 
ments. 


The widely-publicized deficits in the 


U.S. blance of payments in recent years 
mainly reflected developments in inter- 
national capital and money flows, says 
the bank. 


In the yean 1960-71, the outflow of 


long-term private capital averaged $4.2 
billion annually, and Inflows averaged 
$1.7 billion. The net long-term private 
capital outflow averaged $2.5 billion an- 
nually. 


Net outflow of short-term capital, both 


liquid and nonliquid, averaged about $300 
million annuaUy. Taken together, these' 
flows produced an average deficit in the 
private capital accounts of $2.8 billion 
"MOREOVER, SUBSTANTIAL fluctua- 
tions occurred from yearvto year. The 


• ^volatility in the private capital in- 


vestment sector was instrumental in per- 


' suadlng the U.S. Government to adopt 


capital controls in the early sixties, and 
led to developments that resulted in the 
devaluation of the dollar in December, 
1871. 


The recorded outflow of short-term 


funds (both liquid and nonliquid) from 
the United States during the first nine 
, months of 1071 amounted to almost $8 
' billion.; 


In addition, unrecorded transactions, 


mainly transfers of funds by Individuals, 
amounted to almost $9 billion in the 
same period. This massive outflow of 
short-term funds, combined .with a- $4.4 


' billion outflow of long-term capital and 


with a deficit in the other balance-of-pay- 
ments accounts, produced a deficit in the 
U.S. balance of payments of almost $24 
' billion in the first three quarters of the 
year (official reserve transactions 
basis).

Gas Station Owner 'At War9 


NEW YORK (TJPI) - A New York gas 


station owner waging a one-man war 
against Mibile Oil Co. says "gasoline 
prices will go to 60 or 70 cents a gallon" 
if the firm is allowed to replace its deal- 
ers with "contract managers." 


Paul Rubenfleld a franchise dealer for 


the past 17 years, said Mobil has cut off 
his gas supplies and is trying to evict 
Urn from the station In the Glen Oaks 
section of Queens because be has ignored 
"suggested" company prices and post- 
ed bis owi. 


"I'm supposed to be an Independent 


businessman," Rubenfeld said, "so I de- 
cided to ignore their price schemes, 
which change every other day, and set 
own more stable prices." 


Rubenfeld has taken his eviction to 


court. He claims Mobil wants to get rid 
of an its dealers and replace them with 
"contract managers" who would run the 
stations on 30-day leases specifying the 
use of company prices. 


"If that happens-" he said, "then 


gasoline prices will go to 60 or 70 cents a 
gallon and the oil firms will make bil- 
lions." 


Mobil notified him in August it would 


cut off his gas supplies on Sept 80, the 
date his lease on the station expired, and 
wanted him to move out of the station. 


Rubenfeld returns to court Thursday 


where he expects state Atty. Gen. Louis 
Lefkowitz, who has his own suit pending 
against Mobil charging harassment and 
Intimidation of dealers, to be a witness 
on his side.

schedule is unrealistic. Teachers may 
have time to spare at the end of a class 
or may have too little time. The new 
schedule compensates for this and re- 
duces the potential of school to become 
boring, as each day of a six-day cycle is 
different for both students and teachers, 
be says. 
. , 


But the new scheduling system is more 


than a defense against boredom. It re- 
flects the phllosopy of the new adminis- 
tration. 


The new scheduling allows'students 


and teachers a vast amount of "free- 
time" as opposed to the tradltional-five- 
perlod schedule day In and day out And 
simply because a class may not meet ev- 
ery day does not mean teachers and stu- • 
dents don't get together on an individual 
basis. 


Most teachers are provided with office 


space to meet with students either on an 
appointment or drop-in basis. Teachers 
spend much of their unassigned time in 
their offices, and their schedules are 
posted on classroom doors so that stu- 
dents know where they can be found. 


"One thing I perceive with teachers is 


that although their schedules took less 
demanding than they have been, there !s 
« tendency for teachers to go non-stop 
throughout the day. They almost forget 
to take a break," Giles said In explaining 
the empty teachers' lounge. He says this 
to a compliment to their commitment 


Besides giving students individual help 


with their assignments, the teachers use 
their unassigned time to help the girls 
with Independent study projects, Giles 
said. Ideally, each student would have 
such a project, he sold. 


TO SUPPORT individual study - one 


example of what'Giles says Is the 
school's commitment to individualization 
— students are allowed access to various 
laboratories when classes are not in 
session. These include rooms for work on 
science, art, clothing and language stud- 
ies. Teachers and two para-professionals 
(persons with expertise in an area, but 
no degree) are available to assist the 
students, Giles said. 


All this Is aimed at personalizing 


education and offering an expanded 
choice of studies to the students, Giles 
said. Other examples of this philosophy 
Include a greater use of field trips out- 
side the classroom and an invitation to 
students to select their own advisors af- 
ter socializing with them at the begin- 
ning of the school year. 


"Wo want to focus our attention on the 


students. After all, they're our reason for 
being here," Giles said. 


The administration likes the way the 


new system is working at Sacred Heart, 
and so do most of the teachers and stu- 
dents — more or less. 


Jack Stroke, a math teacher, said most 


of the teachers are finding the new 
scheduling very advantageous. Ho ways 
teaching quality has Improved, and there 
Is more time to help Individuals. 


Dorothy Strobl, a religion teacher,

She likes the way more inter- 
action Is,allowed, and says students have

"I didn't think it would bo this good." 


' But there are sour notes sounded above 
the praise. Many teachers are.conceraed 
that students1 aren't-using their "free 
time" as well as they should 
, 


"Some people handle change wen, and 


sorae-pcople blow it. We have to teach 
the students how to use their time. It all 
comes down to a love of learning, and 
that's what we're groping to instill in 
them," commented Jim Marx, a coun- 
selor at the school. 


Other faculty members voiced similar 


concerns. One even suggested that the 
student who uses her free time properly 
Is the exception rather than the rule. 


The students do not deny the teacher's 


allegations, but they don't seem to real- 
ize that any more is expected of them 
than using the time to complete their 
homework or .visit with friends. Through* 
out Iho day, many students can be found 
in the school's cafeteria, "talking to 
friends and chain-smoking," as one stu- 
dent put It. 


But the students aren't entirely happy 


with the changes at their school. Some 
said they want an open campus, which 
would allow them to leave the building in 
their free time. Others sold some of their 
traditions are being cut off.

Studies have Indicated that overall 


there is no direct relation between trad- 
Ing stamps and prices of products In the 
stores that give them. And Professor Fox 
has further asserted that when stores 
discontinue stamps, this ~does not result 
In any lasting price reductions. 


Moreover, a consumer cannot ex- 


change a book of stamps for cash, except . 
In Wisconsin and Wyoming-where state 
law requires It But even then, savers get 
only 12 per book of S&H stamps, while 
the value of a book redeemed for mer- 
chandise is |3. S&H explains that this Is 
because they "can't buy money whole- 
sale," as they do the merchandise. 


THE CONCEPT of stamps, according 


to Sperry & Hulchlnson district manager 
Ron Bupp, is that of a discount "Stamps 
are a reward, or discount, for paying 
cash" (although gasoline stations give 
them on credit card sales). 
. The consumer Is given one S&H stamp 
per 10-cent purchase, and when be col- 
lects 1,200 stamps — representing 1120 
worth of purchases — he can fin a book. 
He may obtain the stamps from some 
69,000 retail establishments — although 
S&H maintains that the consumer always 
has a choice to shop at stores that do or 
do not give stamps, since the company 
will seU licenses to no more than 60 per 
cent of the retailers in each market 
(food, department stores, etc) in a geog- 
raphic area. 


For example, in Chicago, the National' 


Tea Co. is the only food store that gives 
S&H stamps, and It represents only 13 
per cent of the food market share.

drivc-yoursclf city tours helps make the 
state of Virginia a popular destination 
for fall and whiter travelers. 


Combining indoor and outdoor attrac- 


tions, the tours are virtually weath- 
erproof — as much fun on a rainy day or 
during the whiter as during the warm 
and sunny days of October and Novem- 
ber. 


Petersburg, situated at the junction of 


Interstate Highways 95 and 85, offers the 
newest of the city tours. Others can bo 
found hi Norfolk, Hampton, Newport 
News, Lynchburg and Fredcrlcksburg. 


Each of these cities has established an 


cosy-to-follow system of street signs that 
direct out-of-town visitors to the major 
points of interest. Most of the cities also 
have a visitor information center. 


THE HISTORIC Petersburg Informa- 


tion Center, for instance, is conveniently 
located at Exit 3 from the Richmond-Pe- 
tersburg Turnpike section of 1-95. Host- 
esses supply visitors with maps and in- 
formation about the Petersburg Tour at- 
tractions. 


During the fall, Petersburg's most pop- 


ular attraction is tho Petersburg Nation- 
al Battlefield. This beautifully wooded 
park preserves the scene of tho 10-month 
battle that ended the American Civil 
War. 


An audio-visual presentation in the 


park's visitor center tells the story of the 
siege of Petersburg, and a motor route 
leads to the actual battle sites. On fall 
weekends, costumed college students 
present "living history" explanations of 
army camp life in 1964. 


Beauty enhances history at Old Bland- 


ford Church, another attraction on the 
Petersburg Tour. The church is adorned 


with 15 exquisitely colorful Tiffany win- 
dows, presented by the Southern states 
as a memorial to the 30,000 Confederate 
soldiers buried in Blandford Cemetery. 


PAGEANTRY provides the key to an- 


other typo of history at the U. S. Army 
Quartermaster Museum at Fort Lee. 
This museum chronicles American mili- 
tary history since colonial days, and the 
excellence of Its displays invariably sur- 
prises the first-time visitor. 


Tobacco was the prime export of early 


America, and the river town of Peters- 
burg developed as the leading port for 
funneling tobacco to England from the 
plantations of southern Virginia and 
North Carolina. Appropriately, a modern 
cigarette factory is included on the Pe- 
tersburg Tour, with guides to explain the 
culture and manufacture of tobacco 
products.

The Changing Catholic Education In NW Suburbs 


EDITOR'S NOTE: CathoHc education 


In the Northwest rabnrbs It undergoing a 
transformation 'of IU traditional charac- 
ter. Teachers, currlcnlnm and Ideology 
•re changing, requiring adjustments by 
both parents and students. In the first of 
a three-part series, the Herald examines 
Sacred Heart of Mary High School for 
girls la Rolling Meadows.

The teachers' lounge at Sacred Heart 


of Mary High School la nearly empty. On 
one wall is painted a caterpillar super- 
imposed on a butterfly and a quote from 
the late Robert F. Kennedy: 


"The adventure of change may be a 


tragic adventure for many — a sad up- 


rooting of cherished customs and in- 
stitutions. Yet change is the one constant 
of history. We cannot stand Idly by and 
expect our dreams to come true under 
their' own power. The future is not a gift- 
it is an achievement. 


"Every generation helps make.ita own 


future. This is the essential challenge of 
the present" 


The empty lounge and painted quote 


are indicative of what has been going on 
at Sacred Heart since last spring. Like 
the changing seasons since the school 
was bought last March .by the Arch- 
diocese of Chicago, the school has gone 
• through a transition all itstiwn. 


The Sisters of the Sacred Heart are 


gone, and a new administration has tak- 
en their place. More' than half of the fac- 
ulty is new. And with new,people come 
new ideas of how to run the school and 
teach the students. 


THE GREATEST change from ,pre- 


.vlous years is a new method ;o£ sched- 
uling classes., And.' although such • a 
change may seem ,minor, to.,'some, 'it 
'brings with it'ramifications that extend 
to,the very type of education the-girls 
there are receiving. 


This year, the schedule is based on 


mods, units of time that equal 20 minutes 
.each. The school dayiis made up of 18 
modules, and six school days —180 mods 
— make up one cycle. 


Sacred Heart Principal Gerald Giles 


said the purpose of the new scheduling Is 
to expand the choice of bothjrtudents and 
.teachers. Each-teacher is ,Invited-to 
request a course structure most appro- 
priate for the course being taught.. And 
students may choose to take as many as 
seven courses, as opposed to the tradi- 
,tionalfive. '•

Here-la an example of the form one 


'teacher • may • decide to' use the new 
scheduling, scheduling Giles says offers 
teachers a fuller sense of managing their 
own destiny: 
> 


Let's say a chemistry teacher is as- 


signed 80 students. Because he may not 
want to repeat a lecture to several 


classes, he might request two three-mod 
large group meetings in a six-day cycle. 
The 80 students will meet twice for 60 


• minutes each meeting to hear lectures, 
presentations and guest speakers. 


Because laboratory sessions involve a 


relatively large amount of preparation 
and tear-down time, the chemistry teach- 
er may want two four-mod (80 minutes) 
'lab sessions with 40 students in each. 
And for good discussion sessions, he 
may ask for one or two two-mod (40 min- 
utes) meetings with 10 to 12 students in 
each.

Census Delay Is 
Pondered; Need 
25,000 Residents 


A special Elk Grove Village census 


scheduled for November may bo post- 
poned because village officials are not 
sure the count would push population 
over the 23,000 mark. 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis sold last 


week that staff personnel had recval- 
uated the number of, persons in the vil- 
lage and, because of an earlier slowdown 
in construction, the village may fall to 
meet tho 25,000 population requirement 
for home rule if the census is taken now. 
Willis said he would report to village 
trustees on the status of the census at the 
village board meeting at 8 p.m. today in 
the municipal building, 901 Wellington 
Ave. 


Willis said ho also was checking with 


state officials to see If there were any 
limitations on ccncus frequency. He said 
if state law limited the number of special 
cencuses to one every two years, then it 
may be more beneficial to postpone the 
census. 


"If there is a limit on tho frequency of 


special censuses and there was some 
doubt that the 25,000 figure could be 
reached, It may be better to take tho 
count later," Willis said. 


HE ADDED college students who ore 


away during the school year, but live at 
home during tho summer, could not be 
counted in a November census. However 
if the census were taken In the summer, 
tho students would be included, Willis 
sold. 


Tho benefits of an updated population 


figure would be about $20 more in village 
revenue from Income tax and motor fuel 
tax rebates for each additional person

over the lost census tabulation. Passing 
tho 25,000 population mark also would 
give the village home rule powers, which 
under the Illinois Constitution allows lo- 
cal government more latitude in areas 
such as taxation. 


Willis said If there are limitations on 


how often a special census could be taken 
en, the rato of residential building should 
bo considered hi determining the best 
time lo take the census. Willis said in the 
section of the village west of HL Rte. 53 
construction was two or three years be- 
hind schedule, altering population pre- 
dictions. He added custom lot building 
has not moved as fast as expected in the 
village. 


In predicting the number of persons 


currently residing in the village, Willis 
said the staff counts the numbers of 
dwelling units and compares that with 
what was Included in the 1970 census and 
what was not Included. 


THE VILLAGE board of trustees voted 


to take a special census this summer af- 
ter the village was informed that the 
original 1970 population total had been 
amended from 24,516 to 21,907. State offi- 
cials said the population was adjusted 
because of an error in the 1970 census 
that Included areas not within the corpo- 
rate limits of the village at that time.

Awana Youth Association is a service 


organization that conducts week day 
clubs with activities (or boys and girls In 
third grade through high school. While 
providing game competition, the empha* 
als of tho program Is to challenge young 
people to study and memorize the Bible 
and acknowledge the relevance of God's 
word In today's world. 


The clubs are organized and controlled 


within local churches, but the national 
headquarters (or Awana Is at 3215 Algon- 
quin Rd., Rolling Meadows. 


Tho name Is derived from the first let* 


tcrs of "Approved workmen are not ash- 
amed," a phrase taken (rom 11 Timothy 
2:15. 


MORE THAN 3,000 Awana clubs arc In 


operation across the United States and 
foreign countries. Despite recent decline 
In church memberships, membership in 
Awana clubs has been Increasing 20 to 3D 
per cent a year. 


"The (allure of some churches today Is 


they don't teach the word of God as set 
forth in the Bible. They have set aside 
the Bible," said John Stahl, Awana plant 
manager. 


"Wo believe the Bible is tho word of 


God and a perfect book (or growing up in 
this life," Stahl continued. 


Several Northwest suburban churches 


of different denominations have Awana 
clubs. The largest Awana club in tho 
area is at DCS Plalnes Bible Church, 
which has more than 850 members and 
100 leaden.

An extensive award system with 
uniforms, badges,'ribbons, plaques and 
trophies has been designed to motivate 
learning an average of 00 memory verses 
chosen to establish doctrinal truths In 
each handbook. The Shipmate handbook 
is similar to the one used for leadership 
training and is designed to develop fu- 
ture Awana leaders from within the club. 


Awana clubs usually meet weekly (or 


two hours. An average of 45 minutes is 
devoted to a flag ceremony and a variety 
of games, 30 minutes to handbook work, • 
and 43 minutes to council time. 


THE GAMES are used to attract 


youths to the clubs and also challenge 
them to achievement In their Bible mem* 
ory work, which is the heart of the pro- 
gram. The game program provides 


strong motivation toward achievements 
in the handbook work by initiating a 
friendly competitive spirit among the 
members. 


Each year Awana Olympics arc held. 


Awana members from throughout tho 
United States meet and compete In a va- 
riety of games with trophies going to tho 
winners. 


Tho Awana headquarters operates as a 


training center (or area leaders and 
coordinates the different Awana clubs in 
addition to handling receiving and ship- 
ping supplies. 


When a church decides to organize on 


Awana club the leaders go through a 
four week leadership training program. 
Conferences arc also held periodically to 
moke the leadership training an on-going 
process. 


Ten Awana missionaries work through- 


out tho United States helping churches 
start Awana clubs.

Too Late For Vote To End Township? 


•.It may already be too late to get, a 
referendum to abolish township govern- 
ment on the Nov. 7 ballot Circuit Court If 
Judge Harry G. Comerford rules in favor 
of a motion by Palatine Township attor- 
neys today. 
. 


Thomas Metskas and Roger Bjorvik, 


lawyers representing Palatine Township 
officials, filed a motion to dismiss ,the 
suit by Palatine League of Women Vot- 
ers (LWV) because the legal deadline 
has passed for printing public notice of 
ah election. 


Under state statute, general elections 


must be publicized 30 days before ballot- 
ing and notices of,special elections must 
be printed 20 days in advance. Friday's 
hearing was just eighteen days before 
Nov. 7. If the election Is held, it will be 
"an illegal, void, null election," Metskas 
told the court, because no notice bad 
been given in accordance with state law. 


In an attempt to beat the deadline, 


league members printed election notices 
last week In a downtown Chicago news- 
paper and The Herald, although the local 
notice did not appear until Thursday, a 
day after the 20-day deadline. 


PETITIONS requesting the issue of 


abolishing'township government on the 
ballot were submitted to township offi- 
cials in Palatine Aug. 17. Township audi- 
tors refused to include the issue on the 
Nov. 7 ballot when they met Sept. 25. At 
that meeting, the auditors said the state 
provision for abolishing township govern- 
ments wa* unconstitutional because no 
law exists for transferring the duties of 
the township if it is defeated. 


Legal action to, force township officials 


to put the referendum on the ballot be- 
gan Sept 28, when LWV members filed 
suit against Northfield and Palatine 
Township officials. The following week, 
similar suits were filed against' officers 
of Maine and Niles townships. 


League members claim the townships 


are an unnecessary-and costly layer of 
government in the highly-incorporated 
areas of Cook County. 


During the hearing Friday Metskas ac- 


cused three Palatine league members of 
using "bullying tactics." 


"The three plaintiffs are bullying the 


defendants and now they're trying to bul- 


ly this court," Metskas claimed. 
"They're going to run roughshod over ev- 
erybody else's legal rights to get an elec- 
tion on Nov. 7,1972. Why then? We can 
have an election anytime," he said. 


MUCH OF the back-and-forth banter- 


ing between Metskas and LWV Atty. 
Richard J. Troy was termed irrelevant 
to Friday's motion by Judge Comerford. 


At the conclusion of the hour-long argu- 


ment, Judge Comerford told the attor- 
neys that two issues would be decisive in 
his ruling today: then* legal arguments 
regarding printing of notices before an 
election and the effect of the motion on 
everybody in the communities involved. 


Another motion to dismiss the suit may 


be entered today if the current one is 
denied. Township attorneys reportedly 
have objections to a number of signa- 
tures on the original LWV petitions and 
may challenge them if the proceedings 
continue. 


League members said they had ex- 


pected the Palatine motion Friday to 
center on signature validity. They ex- 
pressed surprise that the motion was 
based on the notice deadline instead.

In the Northwest suborns is undergoing a 
transformation of its traditional charac- 
ter. Teachers, curriculum and Ideology 
are changing, requiring adjustments by 
both parents and students. In the first of 
a three-part series, the Herald examines 
Sacred Heart of Mary High School for 
girls in Rolling Meadows.-

The teachers' lounge at Sacred Heart 


of Mary High School Is nearly empty. On 
one wall is painted a caterpillar super- 
Imposed on a butterfly and a quote from 
the late Robert F. Kennedy: 


"The adventure of change may be a 


tragic adventure for many — a sad up- 


rooting of cherished customs and in- 
stitutions. Yet change is theme constant 
' of history. We cannot stand1 idly by and 
expect our dreams to come true under 
their own power. The future Is not a gift- 
it Is an achievement. 


"Every generation helps make its own 


future. This is the essential challenge of 
the present" 


The empty lounge and painted quote 


are Indicative of what has been going on 
at Sacred Heart since last spring. Like 
the changing seasons since the school 
was. bought last March by the Arch- 
diocese of Chicago, the school nas gone 
through a transition all its own. 


The Sisters of the Sacred Heart are 


gone, and a new administration has tak- 
en their place. More than half of the fac- 
ulty Is new. And with: new people come, 
new ideas of how to run the school and 
teach the students. • . ' . ' • • 


THE GREATEST change from pre- 


vious yean is a new method of sched- 
uling classes. * And although such a 
change may seem minor to some, it 
brings with it ramifications that' extend 
to the very type of education the girls 
there are receiving. 


This year the schedule is based on 


mods, units of time that equal 20 minutes 
each; The school'day is made up of 18 
modules, and six school days —180 mods 
— make up one cycle. 


Sacred Heart Principal Gerald Giles 


said the purpose of the new scheduling is 
to expand the choice of both students and 
teachers. Each teacher is invited to 
request a course structure most appro- 
priate for the course being taught. And 
students may'choose to take as many as 
seven courses, as opposed to the tradi- 
tional five. 
- Here is an example of the form one 
teacher may decide to use' the new 
scheduling, scheduling Giles says offers 
teachers a fuller sense of managing their 
own destiny: 


Let's say a chemistry teacher1 is as- 


signed 80 students. Because he may not 
want to repeat a lecture to several 


classes, he might request two three-mod 
large group meetings in a six-day cycle. 
.The 80 students will meet twice for 60* 
minutes each meeting to hear Jectures, 
presentations and guest speakers. 


Because laboratory sessions involve r 


relatively large amount of preparation 
and tear-down time, the chemistry teach* 
er may want two four-mod (80 minutes) 
lab sessions with 40 students in each. 
And' for good discussion sessions, he 
may ask for one or two two-mod (40 mu> 
utes) meetings with 10 to 12 students in 
each.

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Village Managers 
Dismayed By Tax 
Levy Freeze Plan 


Although the village managers of Buf- 


falo Grove and Wheeling said they have 
not had time to carefully study Gov. 
Richard B. Ogllvie's plan to freeze local 
property tax levies, both said they were 
not happy with the oroposal. 


Ogilvle's plan, announced last week, 


would freeze the total dollar amount of 
tax revenue a taxing district could get 
through real estate and personal proper- 
ty taxes. 


George Passolt, Wheeling village man- 


ager, said because the freeze affected the 
amount of tax money Instead of the tax 
rate, the freeze could have serious con- 
sequences for a growing community like 
Wheeling.

Passolt said Wheeling estimated a 67 


per cent growth by the end of next year. 
If the freeze proposed by Ogilvie was 
passed, Passolt said this additional 
growth would have to be serviced with 
the same amount of money used to ser- 
vice the present population. 


"I'D MUCH rather see them freeze the 


tax rate, because freezing the dollar 
amount would hurt," Passolt said. He 
pointed out that if the tax rate were fro- 
zen, It would prevent tax increases for 
village residents without hurting village 
services. 


Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. Dan Lar- 


son said his village would have to reduce 
Its services to residents if the freeze 
passed. He said such areas as police pro- 
tection, public works and building in- 
spection would probably be affected. 


"Why should the quality of our ser- 


vices be reduced because of an increase 
In population?" Larson said.' "One ad- 
vantage of growth Is going Into special- 
ized areas. For example, we're hoping to 
add another juvenile officer, or more 
specialized tradesmen, instead of paying 
union rates." 


PASSOLT SAID he did not think the 


state legislature would pass the freeze 
without providing a clause for growing 
communities. "Without some way of re- 
lieving a growing community, it could be 
disastrous," he said. 


According to Passolt, Ogilvie Is trying 


to balance the additional funds coming 
into local communities from revenue 
sharing with the tax freeze. He said the 
proposal did have some merit in that 
revenue sharing should bring some re- 
duction in local property taxes. 


Passolt pointed out, however, that this 


proposal would take more away from the 
villages than revenue sharing would 
bring in. "I don't think it's going to be 
adequate to meet our tremendous growth7 
program," he said. 


Larson said Buffalo Grove had ex- 


pected $180,000 from revenue sharing, 
but this amount had been cut to $22,000. 
He added that with an anticipated budget 
of 1750,000 next year, "$22,000 won't help 
much."

Phoenix Land Development Plan To Be Vietved 


The proposals of the Phoenix Construc- 


tion Co. to develop four parcels of land, 
three of them fronting the Buffalo Grove 
Golf Course, will be discussed Wednes- 
day at a public hearing. 


The 8 p.m. meeting in the village hall 


will be conducted by the Buffalo Grove 
Plan Commission. 


Phoenix plans to develop 12 acres at 


the northwest corner of the golf course at 
Checker Rood, 36 acres at the southwest 
corner of the golf course on Lake-Cook 


Road and another 16 acres bordering tho 
cast end of the golf course and abutting 
several single-family residences. The 
firm also has development plans for 33 
acres north of 111. Rtc. 83 at its inter- 
section with Busch Road. 


Phoenix presented proposals to the 


plan commission last July to build town- 
houses and condominiums ranging hi 
price from $27,500 to $42,000 on land at 
tho north and south ends of the golf 
c o u r s e , and apartments and con- 


dominiums on the parcel bordering the 
east end of the golf course. 


In addition, the company also hopes to 


develop the parcel of land north ol Rte. / 
83 with 242 townhouses. Levitt & Sons, 
Inc. has also submitted a proposal for 
this parcel. 


SEVERAL RESIDENTS in the area of 


the golf course are angry about the 
Phoenix request for rezonlng for multi- 
family units. When homes in this area 
were built, the land around the golf 
course was zoned for single-family 
houses. 


Construction of the four developments 


is expected to take about five years. 


The original site plan presented to the 


plan commission by Jack Sicgel, attor- 
ney for the Phoenix Co., included only 
limited recreation facilities. 


The plan indicated one recreation area 


in the southwest parcel of land abutting 
the golf course and a tot lot In the devel- 


opment planned at the northwest end of 
the golf course. 


Siegel's explanation for the lack of fa- 


cilities was that Phoenix Co. expects the 
development will 'attract mainly people 
who play golf. 


Sower service and possible flooding are 


two problems that must be resolved be- 
fore the Phoenix proposals can be ap- 
proved by the village. 


VILLAGE ENGINEER, Arnold Sea-

The teachers' lounge at Sacred Heart

rooting of cherished customs and in- 
stitutions.

The empty lounge and painted quote 


are indicative of what has been going on 
at Sacred Heart since last spring. Like 
•the changing seasons since the school 
was bought last March by the Arch- 
diocese of Chicago, the school has gone 
through a transition all its own. 


The Sisters of the Sacred Heart are 


gone, and a new administration has tak- 
en then- place. More than half of .the fac- 
ulty is new. And with new people come 
new ideas of how to run the school and 
teach the students. 
. 


THE GREATEST change from pre- 


vious years is a new method of sched- 
uling classes. 'And although such a 
change may seem minor to some,; it 
brings with it ramifications that extend 
to the very type of education the girls 
there are receiving. 


This year the schedule is based on 


mods, units of time that equal 20 minutes 
each. The school day is made up of 18 
modules, and six school days —180 mods 
— make up one cycle. 


Sacred Heart Principal Gerald Giles 


said the purpose of the new scheduling is 
to expand the choice of both students and 
teachers.'Each teacher is invited to 
request a course structure'most appro- 
priate for the course being taught. And 
students may choose to take as many as 
seven courses, as opposed to the tradi- 
tional five. .

Let's say a chemistry teacher is as-

classes, he might request two three-mod 
large group meetings in a six-day cycle. 
The 80 students will meet twice for 60 
minutes each meeting to hear lectures, 
presentations and guest speakers. 


Because laboratory sessions involve « 


relatively large amount of preparation 
and tear-down time, the chemistry teach- 
er may want two four-mod (80 minutes) 
lab sessions with 40 students in each. 
And for good discussion sessions, be 
may ask for one or two two-mod (40 min- 
utes) meetings with 10 to 12 students In 
each.

Passolt said Wheeling estimated a 67 


per cent growth by the end of next year. 
If the freeze proposed by Ogilvie was 
passed, Passolt said this additional 
growth would have to be serviced with 
the same amount of money used to ser- 
vice the present population.

Inverness Plan 
Changes Are 
Discussed 


Inverness residents will be discussing 


six changes to the proposed com- 
prehensive plan tonight. The village 
board of trustees are holding the public 
hearing in the fleldhouso at 8 p.m. before 
formally accepting the revised plan sug- 
gested by a village plan commission. 


The go-ahead was given by the plan 


commissioners for slightly higher-density 
development on land owned by Arthur T. 
Mclntosh and Co. In southern Inverness. 
The IBS-acre parcel could bo built, at a 
density of 1.S to 2 units per acre, with tho 
condition that specific plans must bo ap- 
proved by tho village before tho devel- 
opments can bo built. 


Other land in that area has been devel- 


oped by Torgny Wcsterbcrg into one-aero 
homcsltcs. Tho comprehensive plan rec- 
ommended that this area be annexed to 
tho Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD) 
to Improve sewer facilities, but the plan 
commissioners urged that tho proposed 
annexation be left to tho property own- 
ers' own decision.

"Why me? In only did what everyone 


should be doing. It seems strange to bo 
rewarded for doing what I have to do 
with my life." 


Mrs. Joadwine, legally blind for 13 


years, has logged more than 775 hours at 
the nursing home. 


Mrs. Joadwine was instrumental in or- 


ganizing tho Volunteer Service Corps at 
tho Plum Grove Nursing Homo. She 
wrote the organization's constitution and 
served as its first president. 


SHE WORKS at the nursing home 


about six hours a week, and assists the 
Bible study and rosary groups. In addi- 
tion to her work with patients, sho par- 
ticipates in in-service training. 


Mrs. Joadwine is an active member of 


the past-presidents club of tho American 
Legion auxiliary. Sho also served as 
chairman of her church guild and Is ac- 
tive In tho Council of Catholic Women of 
St. Theresa Church in Palatine. 


She has been safety chairman of tho 


Palatine branch of the University of Illi- 
nois homcmakcrs' extension service for 
several years. 


Mrs. Joadwine has done volunteer 


work in Palatine and assisted in estab- 
lishing the volunteer program at St. Jo- 
seph's Home for the Elderly in Palatine 
and tho Leisure Club of St. Theresa 
Church.

"I'll admit it. I guard all the literature 


jealously — It takes a while to get things 
from national headquarters, you know," 
said Wright.' 
THE LITERATURE is hoarded behind a 
white curtain, piled on the slate billiard 
table and old wooden bar — well out of 
public view. 


Wright, a manufacturer's representa- 


tive, works full time at campaign head- 
quarters these days — sometimes more 
than full time. "I run my business on the 
side," he said. 


Since the store front opened Sept. 20, 


Wright has kept about SO volunteers busy 
with a door-to-door canvass of the 63 
Wheeling Township precincts for which 
he is responsible. He also meets about 70 
people daily who come in for literature 
or an addition to their button collection. 


"I had one lady in here who wanted to 


know if we had any Agnew bumper sti- 
ckers," ho said. "I had to explain that 
Agncw was port of the Nixon package." 


Though students in area elementary 


schools have a few years to wait before 
they can even reach the levers in the 
voting booth, Wright often shows them 
the ropes of his operation and lets them 
take part in the activities. 


"We don't discriminate here, we'll take 


anyone, any age," Wright told five stu- 
dents from St. Paul Elementary School 
in Mount Prospect. Though a few of the 
students weren't even sure if they were 
for Nixon, they worked an hour address- 
Ing and stuffing envelopes as part of a 
class assignment. 


WRIGHT KEPT busy answering the 


phone while the kids stuffed. 
"Sure, we'll see you next week — and 
you can tell the girls they'll walk away 
with some buttons," he told a Girl Scout 


leader who wanted to give her troops a 
lesson in politics. 


Everyone who comes in walks away 


with something — but not the straw 
"Nixon" hats and not Wright's favorite 
Nixon poster. 


"Here, have some buttons, and I'll give 


you a few match books — but I don't 
have many left," Wright told Paul Pen- 
ning, an Arlington Heights youth study- 
ing veterinary medicine at Illinois Wesle- 
yan University. "You're now my official 
outpost in Bloomlngton." 


Penning is for Nixon 100 per cent. He 


hates the McGovern welfare plan since 
he says he works hard for his money and 
can't see giving part of it to people who 
won't work. 


"You have to be a conservative to- 


day," said Penning. 


Wright is always glad to see someone 


like Penning drop in — someone who is 
not apathetic. 


"The biggest problem we have around 


here is apathy," Wright said. "Everyone 
thinks it's a foregone conclusion that the 
President is going to be reelected."

THOUGH Wright says he has lots of 


good steady workers, 
he 
probably 


woudn't mind a little of the McGovern 
campaign atmosphere, which he terms a 
"furor." 


The closest thing to a furor at the Nix- 


on headquarters was selling tickets to 
the Osmond concert at McCormick Place 
last week, sponsored by the Young Vot- 
ers for the President. 


"It was terrific. We sold well over 500 


tickets. We had kids in here from Car- 
pcntcrsville, the North Shore area and 
even Racine, Wls.," he said. "And when 
we sold out Thursday night it was heart- 
break alley around here for two days for 
kids who missed out on the tickets." 


POSTERS AROUND THE room are 


also a point of constant discussion, espe- 
cially those made by local students. 


"When they think we're running low on 


posters, the kids make1 some — and 
they're really cute. Like the one of a guy 
in a telephone booth being bugged," Ire- 
land said. 


Ireland is the lone /salaried employe in 


the office and will be looking for a job 
after Nov. 7. 


"It shouldn't be hard to get a job after 


we win," he said. Ireland has worked at 
a Chicago restaurant and a lumber yard, 
and he's not in the current campaign for 
the salary. "I get about 25 cents an hour 
— I spend more than that in expenses. 
I'm not building up a nest egg." 


Though he has no fear of being drafted 


(his number is 348), Mick is mainly in 
the McGovern campaign because of the 
war issue. Nixon, in his estimation, isn't 
doing enough.

"INFORMATION HAS a way of skip- 


ping off desks this time of year," he said. 
He probably woulnd't even be surprised 
if his phone was tapped. 


"Strange things can happen in the sub- 


urbs just as well as in the city," he said. 
"We'll be watching the polls very closely 
on election day." 


People who are registered to vote but 


who don't make it to the polls early can 
expect a coll from the McGovern tele- 
phone center located at the back of the 
modern, paneled office. Volunteers will 
be making a big effort to get all 
McGovernites to the polls. 


When the McGovern people hand the 


office back to H & R Block, an account- 
ing ifrm, after the election, they'll prob- 
ably walk away with a profit which will 
be sent to the Chicago campaign head- 
quarters. Not only are donations coming 
In above expectations, but the volunteers 
have another money making activity. 


"We silk screen McGovern tee shirts

THE GREATEST change from pre- 


vious years is a.new method-of sched- 


;uling classes. And although such a 
'change, may seem minor to some, it 
brings with it ramifications that extend 
tor.the very type of education the girls 
there are receiving. . 
.' This year, the schedule is based on 
mods, units of time that equal 20 minutes 
each.,The school day is made up of 18 
modules, and six school days —160 mods 
— make up one cycle. 


Sacred Heart .Principal Gerald Giles 


said the purpose of the new scheduling is 


• to expand the choice of both students and 
teachers. Each teacher is invited to 
request a course structure most appro- 
priate for the course being taught And 
students may choose to take as many as 
seven courses, as opposed to the tradi- 
tional five. 


Here is an example of the form one 


teacher may decide to use the new 
scheduling, scheduling Giles says offers 
teachers a fuller sense of managing their 
own destiny: 


Let's say a chemistry teacher is as- 


signed 80 students. Because he may not 
want to . repeat a lecture to several 


classes, he might request two three-mod 
large group meetings In a six-day cycle. 
The 80 students will meet twice for 60 
minutes each meeting to hear lectures, 
presentations and guest speakers. 


Because laboratory sessions involve a 


relatively large amount of preparation 
and tear-down time, the .chemistry teach- 
er may want two four-mod (80 minutes) 
lab sessions with 40 students in each. 
And for good discussion sessions, he 
may ask for one or two two-mod (40 min- 
utes) meetings with 10 to 12 students in 
each.

Awana feels It has tho answer. 
Awana Youth Association is a service 


organization that conducts week day 
clubs with activities for boys and girls In 
third grado through high school. While 
providing game competition, the empha- 
sis of the program is to challenge young 
people to study and memorize the Bible 
and acknowledge the relevance of God's 
word In today's world. 


The clubs are organized and controlled 


within local churches, but the national 
headquarters for Awana is at 3215 Algon- 
quin Rd., Rolling Meadows. 


Tho name is derived from (ho first let- 


ters of "Approved workmen arc not ash- 
amed," a phrase taken from II Timothy 
2:15.

operation across the United States and 


foreign countries. Despite recent decline 
in church memberships, membership in 
Awana clubs has been increasing 20 to 30 
per cent a year. 


"The failure of some churches today is 


they don't teach the word of God as set 
forth in the Bible. They have set aside 
the Bible," said John Stahl, Awana plant 
manager. 


"We believe the Bible is the word of 


God and o perfect book for growing up in 
this life," Stahl continued. 


Several Northwest suburban churches 


of different denominations have Awana 
clubs.

There is a handbook for each grado 


level. An extensive award system with 
uniforms, badges, ribbons, plaques and 
trophies has been designed to motivate 
learning an average of 90 memory verses 
chosen to establish doctrinal truths In 
each handbook. The Shipmate handbook 
is similar to tho one used for leadership 
training and is designed to develop fu- 
ture Awana leaders from within the club.

Stcvo Caruso, IFT council chairman

Also, tho cuts made last year made the 
educational program pretty much of a 
skeletal one here," Caruso said. 


From a random survey of principals 


and teachers In Dlst. 57, it appears that 
IFT has no moro than a few members In 
each school In the district There also 
appeared to bo very llttlo discussion of 
possible affiliation with IFT in the fu- 
ture. 


Typical was the comment of Janice 


Rodriguez, principal at Lions Park 
School: "There doesn't appear to be an 
undercurrent and I think I would prob- 
ably know if there was." 


Bob Faslck, a former MPEA presi- 


dent, is at present the only IFT member 
at Westbrook School. Faslck feels that 
the IFT is as good as MPEA, in some 
ways better: "IFT does not have a union 
boss. I think there's more of a union boss 
in the IEA. Plus the dues are, a lot less 
and the amount of coverage as far as 
protection is tho same. " IFT dues are 
$50 a year. MPEA dues are $81 a year.

Villagers Eligible For Flood Insurance Friday 


Beginning Friday, Mount Prospect 


residents are eligible for federal emer- 
gency flood insurance. 


George K. Bernstein, federal insurance 


administrator, recently said the effective 
date "means residents can now purchase 
.flood Insurance at subsidized rates for 
existing residential and nonresidential 


structures within their 
community." 


Mount Prospect applied for the program 


, in late September. 


Under the program, insurance at fed- 


erally subsidized rates may be pur- 
chosed from local property and casualty 
agents and broken in amounts up to 
$17,500 for. single-family homes and up to 


$30,000 for all-other residential and non- 
residential structures. Rates range from 
25 to 60 cents.per $100 of insurance de- 
pending on the value of the structure. 


CONTENTS MAY be Insured up to 


$5,000 with rates ranging from 35 to 45 
cents per $100 of insurance on residential 
contents and 75 cents per $100 of insur- 


ance on'the contents of nonresidential 
property, according to Bernstein. 


He added that insurance policies are 


effective immediately if they are issua 
during the first 30 days the insurance be- 
comes available. After the first 30 days 
there is a 15-day waiting period before 
policies become effective.

The empty lounge-and'painted quote 


are indicative of what has been going on 
at 'Sacred 'Heart since last' spring. 'Like 
the changing' seasons since' the school 
was bought last March by the'Arch- 
diocese Of Chicago,' the school has gone 
through a transition all its own. 


The Sisters of the Sacred Heart are 


gone, and a new administration has tak- 
en their place. More than half of the fac- 
ulty is new. And with new people come 
new ideas of how to run the school and 
teach the students. 
: 


THE GREATEST change from pre- 


vious years Is a new method' of 'sched- 
uling -classes. And although- such a 
change may seem' minor to some, it 
brings with it ramifications that extend 
to the very type of education the girls 
• there are receiving.'1 
' 


• •••This 'year the schedule Is based on 
mods, units of time that equal 20 minutes 


• each.' The 'school day is made up of 18 
• modules! and'six school days —180 mods 
— make up one cycle. 


Sacred Heart Principal Gerald Giles 


said the purpose of the new scheduling is 
to expand the choice of both students and 
teachers. • Each ' teacher is invited to- 
request a course structure most appro- 
priate for the course being taught. And 
students may choose to take as many as 
seven courses, as opposed to the tradi- 
tional five. 


Here is an example of the form one 


teacher may decide to use the new 
scheduling, scheduling Giles says offers 
teachers a fuller sense of managing their 
own destiny:' 


Let's -say a chemistry teacher is as- 


signed 80 students: Because he may not 
want: to repeat a lecture to several 


classes, he might request two three-mod 
large group meetings In a six-day cycle. 
The 80 students will meet twice for 60 
minutes each, meeting to'hear lectures, 
presentations and guest speakers.

Because laboratory sessions Involve a 


relatively large amount of preparation 


> and tear-down time, the chemistry teach- 
er may want two four-mod (80 minutes) 
lab sessions with 40 students in each. 
And for good discussion sessions, he

utes) meetings with 10 to 12 students in

Fine Collection Changes 
Boost Revenue 15 Pet. 


Administrative changes in the collec- 


tion of parking ticket fines are resulting 
in an approximate 15 per cent increase in 
revenue, village officials report. 


Tho two key changes, according to Ar- 


lington Heights Police Sgt Jack Weber, 
aro: 


—An extension of a ticket's first duo 


date from two to seven days and; 


—A stricter policy of mailing notices of 


all subsequent duo dates. 


Tho administrative changes, which 


went Into effect about Aug. 1, have cut 
the number of unpaid tickets In village 
police files by two-thirds, Webber said. 


Last year the village reported receiv- 


ing nearly 138,000 in parking fines. 


Weber says that by allowing parking 


violators seven days to pay their tickets 
Instead of just two days, more fines aro 
being paid without tho mailing of a sec- 
ond or third notice which Haves money for 
both tho offender and the village. 


FINES FOR AN expired parking meter 


are ft If paid within seven days; |5 after 
a first notice has been sent; and $15 if a 
third notice, a summons to appear in 
court, Is delivered. 


Because more people are paying tick- 


ets during (ho first seven days, the back- 
log of unpaid tickets, which has to bo 
maintained by tho police deportment, 
has been reduced greatly, Weber said. 


As a result, police workers are able to 


mall second and third ticket notices 
promptly, and now aro enforcing pay- 
ment deadlines, Weber said. 


"We were seven months behind at one 


point Now I'd say that our file of active 
tickets — that Is unpaid tickets — has 
dropped from 40,000 to 10,000," he said. 


Weber said the decision to extend tho 


payment deadline to seven days was 
mado with the consent of tho Circuit 
Court as a convenience to area residents.' 


"IT WASNT REALISTIC in this com- 


munity to expect a majority of people to 
pay a parking ticket In two days as the 
ordinance required. We felt wo could get 
greater compliance If we made It a little 
easier to pay," ho said. 


There are actually fewer people on the 


streets issuing parking tickets than in the 
past, Weber says, because of a fewer 
number of people in tho police cadet pro- 
gram. 


Now four cadets have primary respon- 


sibility for policing parking in Arlington 
Heights. In the past, there have been as 
many as nine. 


Weber says the police department has 


also stopped accepting lower fines that 
come In after the specified deadline. 


"Our tolerances on the past due date is 


now relatively small," he said, adding, 
however, that a ticket mailed to the police 
station and postmarked bcforo the due 
dato would bo accepted regardless .of 
when it was actually received. Shortly 
after tho first seven days have elapsed, a 
notice is moiled to tho tlckctholder advis- 
ing him his fine has increased. In the 
case of a meter violation it will go from 
$1 to ss. 


But If the violator comes into the po- 


lice station to pay tho ticket sometime 
after tho first seven days, but before the 
notice Is mailed, he may pay the ticket 
for $3, Weber says. 


"It's 
a complication and confuses 


many people, but it is in the ordinance," 
he said, explaining the $2 difference is a 
result of tho cost of filing and mailing 
tho notice. 


IF THE FIRST notice fails to get a 


response, a second notice, which is ac- 
tually a summons to appear In court, Is 
delivered either by a police officer or 
through certified mail. 
This second notice gives the tickcthold- 
cr on option of paying a still higher 
fine, $15 in the case of a meter violation, 
or appearing In court. 


Weber says the new payment proce- 


dures don't really represent a "get. 
tough" ticket policy. 


Instead tho addition of five days to the 


first due date has given more people 
more time to pay the fine, he says, and 
with parking tickets, time really is mon- 
ey.

in favor of the theater," said Mrs. Jurco. 


Twelve members of theater groups 


in the area attended the meeting and 
asked the board to include the theater in 
the referendum. The board decided that 
it did not have enough solid information 
to Include the theater and asked for a 
complete report to be presented at a spe- 
cial meeting next week.

Cutbacks on the amount .of space 
permissible for spectator sports have re- 
duced the minimum amount of acreage 
acceptable for a campus. . 


The original Maryhill site was 106 


acres. Since the minimum amount of 
land needed for a campus is now about 
50 acres, many formerly unacceptable 
sites are open to the college. King asked 
the archdiocese • if they would sell a 
smaller parcel of land to the college but 
the answer was still no, he said. 


Bernard Wagner, IJCB staff member, 


met with the committee on Oct. 16 to 
answer questions on the criteria for 
choosing a site, on acquiring -a site 
side the college district, the.

DEUEL SATO the proposal under con- 


sideration would be for separate build- 
ings in suburban areas to bouse court 
facilities. 


One stumbling block for such a propos- 


al is Dunne's "mini-civic centers" pro- 
posal to bouse a number of county level 
governments in a single building, Deuel 
said. 
He said he anticipated some "tugging 


and hauling" between court officials who 
would prefer separate court buildings 
and Cook County officials who favor the 
shared facility approach of the "mini- 
civic centers." 


In calling for "the development of bet- 


ter facilities for the five suburban dis- 
tricts" Danaher said he has asked his 
staff to "examine the possibility of ob- 
taining funds through the Law Enforce- 
ment Assistance Administration," a fed- 
eral agency which distributes federal 
funds for criminal justice projects under 
the Omnibus Crime Control and Safe 
Streets Act. 


Danaher said the suburban court com- 


plexes might qualify for funding because 


"a'major part of the faculties would be 
devoted to bearing criminal and Juvenile 
cases." 


Such federal funding for court facilities 


might be more difficult to obtain if court* 
rooms were included within a mini-civic 
center. Deuel said, however, that a-re- 
cent Illinois Supreme Court decision 
would allow Cook County officials to is- 
sue bonds without a referendum to pay 
for the mini-civic centers. 


Danaher said Dunne's recent demand 


that county offices make a 15 per cent 
budget cut to hold the line on taxes will 
make it difficult to expand suburban 
• court services commensurate with the 
need. 


"This comes at a particularly difficult 


time because of major budget cuts re- 
quired of our office. We have been asked 
to reduce our 1972 budget by $2.3 minion 
at a time when all our caseloads are in- 
creasing," Danaher said. 


"I hope the county will be able to find 


some additional source of revenue — per- 
haps the federal revenue sharing pro- 
gram — to avoid these cutbacks. Other- 
wise it will not be possible for us to keep 
up with the increased demands for ser- 
vices in the suburban areas," Danaher 
said. 


Suburban Courts Getting More Action 


More and more Northwest suburban 


residents are getting a firsthand look at 
local courtrooms, a study by the Circuit 
Court Clerk's office reveals. 


Criminal cases, traffic tickets and civil 


lawsuits all are Increasing in suburban 
courts, Circuit Court Clerk Matthew J. 
Danaher said. 


There is a 41 per cent increase'in all 


suburban districts for coses filed in 1971 
as compared to the number of cases filed 
in 1965, Danaher's study revealed. 


A breakdown of the figures shows a 42 


per cent Increase in criminal and traffic 
cases and a 27 per cent Increase in civil 
cases. 


In the 2nd Municipal District, which in- 


cludes Arlington Heights, Buffalo Grove, 
Palatine, Rolling Meadows and Wheeling 
as well as North Shore communities, the 
increase is even greater. 


Civil cases Increased from 7,871 in that 


district in 1965 to 15,465 in 1971 - a 50 
per cent increase for the six-year period. 


Criminal and traffic cases in the 2nd 


Municipal District climbed from 50,698 in 
1965 to 75,233 in 1971 — another 50 per 
cent hike. 


IN THE 3rd Municipal District, which 


includes Des Plaines, Elk Grove Village, 
Hoffman Estates, Mount Prospect and 
Schaumburg among Its communities, the 
number of civil cases has decreased 


while the criminal and traffic cases have 
increased. 


While Danaher's office could offer no 


explanation for the drop, its study 
showed that there were 4,879 civil cases 
filed in 1965 In the third municipal dis- 
trict and only 4,653 civil cases filed in 
1971. 
' 


Criminal and traffic cases in the 3rd 


Municipal District followed the over-all 
pattern with a 40 per cent climb from 
55,219 cases In 1965 to 105,832 cases in 
1971. 


On an over-all basis, suburban commu- 


nities have experienced a 51 per cent In- 
crease in the revenue they receive from 
the court system. The revenue, which 
comes from court-imposed fines, "is es- 


pecially important since it does not come 
from the real estate tax bills. Local com- 
munities have been able to use this mon- 
ey for vital local projects," Danaher 
said. 


The Income In the 2nd and 3rd munici- 


pal districts has increased even more 
than the average. 


DANAHER'S study shows a 55 per cent 


increase in the 3rd Municipal District, 
where revenue rose from 1447,852 in 1965 
to 1793,080 in 1971. 


The income in the 2nd Municipal Dis- 


trict rose 64 per cent, from $378,075 to 
$585,406. To cope with the greater case 
volume the clerk's office has increased 
its suburban staff by 23 per cent in the 
last four years, Danaher said.

NEW YORK - (NBA) - Within the 


space of a couple weeks recently Ted 
Williams and Gale Sayers retired. Their 
departure created a note in the sports 
world, a hole about the size of the Grand 
Canyon. 


Williams quit after four years of man- 


aging one of the foulest teams in all of 
baseball history, the Texas Rangers. He 
said he was going fishing. Time will tell. 
He was seen running like a lemming to 
the Atlantic Ocean. 


Sayers' problem was a bit different. He 


could run no more. Once the most daz- 
zling, Jaw-dropping of runners, he was 
hobbled by knee Injuries. In a preseason 
game, trying to'come back on gimpy 
legs, he fumbled twice. On the first, the 
ball was immediately run back into his 
end zone for a touchdown. The other 
time the fumble led to an opponent's 
score. 


Chicago Bear coach Abe Glbron, who 


may be a tactician but not a very tactful 
one, said that he took Sayers out of the 
game because he did not want the oppo- 
sition to score any more touchdowns. 
This quote buckled the knees of at least 
one newspaper reader. Sayers quit short- 
ly after, and will pursue off-season Inter- 
ests In telecasting and In stock broker- 
age. 


Williams and Sayers are two warm 


men, besides being two of America's 
most dynamic sports personalities.

or sell away. Finally Williams tossed up 
his arms, saying that his players cqntin- 
ued to make high school mistakes. 


As a man Williams is a marvelous en- 


tity. He is quick-witted, expansive with 
anecdotes and, at age 54, is convincingly 
mellow from his sometime sullen days as 
an athlets. 


He did something a couple years ago 


that will be forever etched in the mind of 
two reporters. 


In spring training, manager Williams 


and a young reporter were sitting alone 
in the dugout in Pompano Beach. Out of 
the corner of his eye, Williams saw an 
old retired newspaperman slowly come 
down the stairs. "I know him. Damn. 
What's his name?" Williams said softly, 


quickly. The young reporter happened to 
know and whispered it. Williams jumped 
up, walked over and shook the old guy's 
hand, calling him by name, asking how 
he was. The fellow became puffy enough 
to float into the sky. 


All the crowd and Sayers would watch 


a klckoff and wait with high expectations 
as the ball dramatically dropped from 
the' clouds. Then Sayers would take off 
while the roaring customers and dis- 
believing would-be tacklers saw him split 
like a parnmeclum, in Bill Cosby's 
words. 


"He would throw the right side of his 


body on one side of the field and the left 
side of his body kept going down the left 
side," Cosby once wrote. "And the defen- 
sive men didn't know who to catch. They 


just stood there. Then they looked to the 
referee for help, because there's got to 
be a penalty against splitting yourself. 
But there's not. I looked it up in the rule 
book and there's no rule against splitting 
yourself in half." 


Sayers, like Williams, is sensitive and 


discerning. His friendship with Brian 
Piccolo, which has been hoked up by a 
movie on the theme, showed this side of 
him. Piccolo was a white roommate and 
teammate. When Sayers was presented 
with the Most Courageous award at a 
sports writers dinner in New York in 
1970 for his comeback after knee sur- 
gery, he said in a moving speech that he 
was accepting for Brian Piccolo. Three 
weeks later, Piccolo died of cancer. 


Recently, both Williams and Sayers 


had instructional books published on 
their respective art and science. But for 
all the charts and graphs and numbered 
points, the reader can never plumb their 
magic. 


No matter. The unique and wondrous 


human mysteries of Williams and Sayers 
have added a good dash of joy to our 
lives. That's all we need to know.

"Actually they are tracing man's d* 


velopment," said Goemmer. They lean 
the basics of economics, government, 
politics, and the importance of agricul- 
ture, the domestication of animals, and 
tool making in man's evolution. 


FOR INSTANCE, when the students 


decide where to build their shelter, they 
learn some geography and geology, said 
Goemmer. The hypothetical island has a 
clhnate that varies in temperature from 


an average'of 85 degrees in the summer', 
to 32 degrees in the winter with pre- 
vailing winds from the northwest in win- 
ter and from the southeast in summer. 
There .is a lake and river running 
•through the island, mountains on the 
'norther. edge,. and grasslands on the 
south: 


Where is the ideal place for a camp? 


Most students,decide to build near the, 
lake at the foot of the mountains. Since 
they have only the'light-weight clothing 
they were wearing when they were 
stranded, every effort must be made to 
moderate the temperature. The moun- 
tains would block the winter winds and 
the lake and riverwould keep the camp 


cool in, the summer besides providing a 
ready source of water, food and trans- 
portation. 


Food is fairly plentiful because the 


wildlife Include deer, rabbits, bear, 
snakes," birds, oxen, goats, dogs, boars 
and horses and vegetation includes trees, 
wild grasses, berries and nuts. 


A variety of weapons and traps can be 


made from the wood and stones of the 
island to capture the animals for food 
and clothing materials but a big problem 
is the storage of food. 


THE STUDENTS think of ways to 


make containers for food, they may de- 
cide to smoke the meat or use salt from 
the ocean as a preservative and one stu- 


dent even thought of a form.of refrig- 
eration by suspending a water-tight con- 
tainer of meat under a waterfall 


A lot of energy Is expended in hunting 


for game or gathering wild grasses that 
could be used to build a good shelter or 
make new clothes or tools, they decided. 
Many of the students thought it would be 
easier to build a corral, capture the wild 
animals and breed them so a supply of 
meat would always be at hand, even hi 
whiter. 


Of course the animals have to be fed, 


so either more time would be spent gath- 
ering grasses or grain or the seeds could 
be planted near the campsite and culti- 
vated. 


Some of the students designed primi- 


tive plows and used domesticated horses, 
and oxen to pull them. Others said they 
would, build fish nets from vines' and- 
make a canoe by burning out a tree 
trunk. They found ways of grinding 
wheat using an earthen cup and stone, 
they learned how to ignite a fire and pre- 
serve it, and they learned how to make 
and use pottery for cooking.

The students are required to draw aff- 


their artifacts and make a diagram of' 
their campsite. Assuming they will be onu 
the Island for five years, they will also 
trace their development from year to" 
year when the project is completed.

Campaign Pays Off; EPA To Investigate Mosquito Spraying

A major campaign to get a ban on In- 


discriminate spraying for mosquito con- 
trol baa resulted in an investigation by 
the state's Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) and a public bearing at 
Harper College in Palatine Wednesday 
night 


Though the mosquito season has come 


to an end, concerned cltlsens throughout 
the west and Northwest suburbs have 
urged the EPA to study the use of chem- 
ical spray, calling K a health hazard and 
ineffective. 


A call-In campaign to the EPA offices 


in Chicago was begun a few weeks ago 
and prompted the government agency to 
set up next week's meeting. At least 300 
persons are expected to testify before 
EPA attorneys and engineers. The meet- 
ing begins at 7:30 p.m. at the college 
center. 


According to Mrs. Roland Felleson of 


Deer Park near Harrington and former 
resident of Arlington Heights, the EPA 
became more responsive to the citizens' 
demands as a result of the flood of com- 
plaints it received. , 


"BEFORE THIS we were getting no- 


where," said Mrs. Felleson. "They have 
the Jurisdiction and this will be the first 
time ever they have investigated a case 
of chemical spraying hi Illinois." 


Mrs. Felleson, a member of the Hu- 


man Ecology Study Group, said she 
hopes the .results of the EPA's in- 
vestigation win lead to action that will 
stop the spraying, hopefully resulting 
from an injunction by the attorney gener- 
al's office hi Springfield. 


The study group, said Mrs. Felleson, is 


a state registered non-profit organization 
with more than BOO families as members, 
"many of whom suffer serious health 
problems directly and/or indirectly re* 
lated to the exposures of various chem- 
icals found in most food, water and air. 


"We are working locally and nationally 


toward the elimination -of the in- 
discriminate use of pesticides and. other 
related chemicals in the environment.' 
We are striving to educate our members 
and the public of the hazards of chemical 
pollution and its 'direct relationship be- 
tween man and his acute and chronic ill- 
nesses." 


Mrs. Felleson said in a statement 


aimed at "concerned citizens:" 


"Many of you live, or work or travel 


through communities where widespread 
area spraying for mosquitos is regularly 
done, especially frequently this season. 


Officials To Be Briefed 
On Underground Tunnel 


Official* from 49 municipalities, in- 


cluding four Northwest suburbs, will be 
briefed on the proposed Chicago Under- 
flow Plan Wednesday by Metropolitan 
Sanitary District officials. 


Des Plalnes, Mount Prospect, Arling- 


ton Heights and Palatine are among the, 
communities affected by the proposed' 
plan of underground tunnels and storage 
reservoirs to prevent flooding and 
stream pollution in areas served by com- 
bined sanitary and storm sewers. 


The MSD board of trustees delayed for- 


mal approval for the plan at the last 
board meeting, in order to hold an ori- 
entation meeting on the program for offi- 
cials of affected municipalities before the 
plan became final. 


At the session Wednesday, officials and 


representatives of various public interest 
groups will have a chance to question 
MSD officials about the proposed plan 
and to make their feelings on the propos- 
al known to MSD. 


THE MSD BOARD is scheduled to take 


action on adopting the plan Thursday. 


$12 Million 
In Disaster 
Loans Sought 


Almost 112 million in disaster loan ap- 


plications have been filed since flooding 
first struck Cook, DuPage, and Kane 
counties in late August, according to 
Robert A. Dwyer, Midwest regional di- 
rector for the Small Business Adminis- 
tration. 


Last week, Dwyer said, there had been 


2,949 home loan applications for 
$10,092,003 and 85 business loan appli- 
cations for 11,691,332. 


Thus far, approval has been given 1,496 


of the home loans for 14,806,000 and 22 of 
the business loans for $109,500. 


Dwyer said 5,940 interviews have been 


conducted by his staff with flood victims 
since Aug. 29 when portions of the Chi- 
cago area were declared a disaster area 
and thus became eligible for SBA dis- 
aster relief aid. 


An SBA disaster declaration sub- 


sequently was made applicable to all of 
Cook, DuPage, and Kane counties and 
thereafter was amended to cover not 
only victims of the August flooding, but 
those of the storms which struck the 
three counties Sept 17-18. 


The declaration enables home owners 


and tenants, business people, churches, 
private schools, and other non-profit or- 
ganisations in the affected areas to quali- 
fy for tow-coat, long-term SBA loans to 
restore or replace damaged property not 
covered by Insurance. 


Dwyer said SBA personnel have been 


consolidated Into • disaster office in the 
Addlson Village Hall, 130 W. Army Trail 
Rd. SBA emergency offices in Lisle and 
Montgomery have been closed. 


Dwyer sold the office win be open 


from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. Tuesday through 
Friday and from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. Sat- 
urday. 
Flood victims also may apply for relief 


at the SBA's regional office, Suite 437, 
219 S. Dearborn St, Chicago. Infonna- 
tlon may be obtained there at 3534821. 


many communities have willingly listen- 
ed to chemical salesmen and eager 
spraying contractors without most tax- 
payers even knowing the full story and 
possible consequences. 


"THIS PSRAYING has proven to be a 


serious health hazard to many of us hu- 
mans resulting in severe reactions in- 
volving many parts of our body, or mi- 
nor discomforts in less sensitive individ- 
uals. 


"In addition, various studies done by 


qualified individuals also indicate that 
the mosquito abatement spraying is in- 
e f f e c t i v e , expensive, upsets natural 


ecological balance, definitely adds to the 
air, water and soil pollution, among oth- 
er facts. 


"Every citizen objecting to the chem- 


ical spraying is urged to file complaints. 
Objections can be made if you feel chem- 
ical spraying damages plants and fol- 
llage; animals or wildlife injured or 
killed; vegetable gardens and fruit teres 
contaminated; bees and other insects 
killed; or just because you feel it is an 
added contaminant of our air, water and 
soil; or just because you feel it violates 
your civil and property right; or because 
it's a nuisance." 
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Wednesday's meeting is designed to 


give officials and public groups a chance 
to Influence the MSD board's decision on 
whether to adopt the plan. 


The proposed plan was developed by 


MSD engineers; the state, Cook County 
and the City of Chicago, who formed a 
Metropolitan Flood Control Coordinating 
Committee to cooperate on the study. 


The MSD board delayed adopting the 


plan despite a plea from the coordinating. 
committee for immediate approval. 


MSD trustee Valentine Janicld sug- 


gested the delay because he had ques- 
tions about the plan and believed others 
might also. 


The plan calls for one of the proposed 


tunnels to run from the near O'Hare Wa- 
ter Reclamation Plant in Des Plalnes, 
northwest through Mount Prospect and 
Arlington Heights to Palatine. 


The tunnels in the Northwest suburban 


area would drain into an 1800 acre-foot 
reservoir located near the O'Hare water 
reclamation plant site in Des Plalnes. 


The Northwest Suburban tunnels would 


not be as deep as the main tunnels In the 
system. They would run north from the 
reservoir to Mount Prospect, then north- 
west through Arlington Heights to Pala- 
tine. 


The tunnels and reservoir would store 


the water for up to 50 days after a storm 
if necessary. Once the level of the Des 
Plaines river has dropped, the combined 
sanitary and storm sewage overflows 
would be pumped from the reservoir and 
tunnels to the O'Hare Water Reclamation 
Plant for treatment and then would be 
released gradually so as not to cause any 
flooding. 


The proposed plan calls for the work 


on the tunnels in the Northwest suburban 
area to be a second phase of construction 
beginning in 1977 and being completed by 
1962. 


Although the Northwest suburban tun- 


nels are Included .in the plan now, the 
coordinating committee report admits 
they might not be built as proposed. The 
report says the long lengths of tunnels to 
the Palatine area might be eliminated 
"if other suitable solutions of handling 
the combined sewer overflow problems 
for that area can be found."

The consumer Is given one S&H stamp 


per .10-cent purchase, and when he col- 
lects 1,200 stamps — representing $120 
worth of purchases — he can fill a book. 
He may obtain the stamps from some 
65,000 retail establishments — although 
S&H maintains that the consumer always 
has a choice to shop at stores that do or 
do not give stamps, since the company 
will sell licenses to no more than 50 per 
cent of the retailers In each market
